PRELIMINARY; 



1. The following instructions relate to matters affecting the Preliminary. 
British Mercantile Marine. 

In framing them, the substance of those parts of the Merchant 
Shipping Acts which specially relate to the Consuls* duties has 
been extracted, and special directions, where the case admits of them, 
are given as to the, details of the business to be transacted by the 
Consul, and as to the mode in which the powers vested in him 
should be exercised. He will, however, remember that the 
Instructions do not dispense with the obligation under which he 
lies of making himself acquainted with the Acts themselves. The 
Acts do not contain the whole law, written and unwritten, relating 
to British merchant ships and merchant seamen but represent the 
Statute Law upon these subjects. The Common Law, except 
where altered by Statute, remains still in force. 

2. The paragraphs in these Instructions are numbered for Explanation o! 
facility of reference, and marginal notes are added with references Instructions. 
to the Acts of Parliament, Orders in Council, &c. 

The Act referred to, if not otherwise specified, is the Act of 1854 
(17 & 18 Vict. c. 104), and where the marginal references contain 
the number of the section only the reference is to that Act. 

In the Appendix to the Instructions will be found various 
Forms to be used by the Consul. These forms, as well as those 
contained in the Schedule to the Act, and those mentioned in para- 
graphs 262 and 294, must be strictly adhered to when the occasions 
for using them arise. 

The Consul will see that the word "Consular Officer" in the Act s 2 

includes Consul General, Consul, Vice-Consul, and any person for 

the time being performing the duties of any of those officers. The 

word Consul is used in the same manner in these Instructions 

R 1325. A 
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which must, so far as concerns the relative position and duties 
of the officers above mentioned, be construed according to the 
regulations concerning the relations between them for the time 
being in force. The Consul will also see that throughout the 
Instructions the word "Seaman" is intended to include every 
person employed to serve in any capacity on board ship, except 
Masters and Pilots. 

BRITISH SHIPS. 
Ownership. 

British Ownqr- 3. The sole condition which is now required to entitle a ship to 
ficati^n ^ ^^*^^' ^^ * British ship is that she be owned by persons who owe 
allegiance to the British Crown, and are subject to British law. 
These persons are defined to be, — 
Definition of («•) Natural-born subjects, who have not sworn allegiance to any 
British Owner- Foreign State, or who, having done so, have subsequently sworn 
S. 18. allegiance to Her Majesty. 

(J),) Persons who have been made denizens or naturalized, and 
have subsequently sworn allegiance to Her Majesty. 

(c.) Bodies corporate, subject to the laws of, and having their 
principal place of business in, some part of Her Majesty's do- 
minions. 

And with respect to natural born subjects who have sworn 

allegiance to any Foreign State, and to persons who have been 

made denizens or naturalized, it is required as a further condition, 

that they shall either be resident in the British dominions, or 

members of a British factory, or partners in a house actually 

carrying on business in the British dominions.

particulars required in each case ; he will point out to the parties 

the meaning of those statements which relate to their character 

as British subjects, and he will warn them that for any false 

statement on this point the declarant is guilty of a misdemeanor,

is liable to forfeiture. He will himself witness and attest the Act, 1855. 

document and affix his Consular seal. If he is aware that any S. 103. 

statement in the document is false or erroneous, he will reftise to 

attest it unless corrected ; arid if he has reason to believe this to 

be the case, but has no means of satisfying himself on the point, 

he will, if the parties insist on signing the document, communicate 

his suspicions to the Board of Trade. 

If in any case a declaration cannot be made in the form and S. 97. 
with the particulars required, the Consul will annex to it and sign 
a memorandum of the variation and of the reasons for it. 

The Consul will note, that in certain cases of inability, referred s. 99. 
to in the 99th section of the Act, certain persons are allowed to 
make declarations on behalf of the parties principally interested. 



Eegistry and Certificates of Eegistry. 

6. For the purpose of ascertaining British ownership, and System of 
determining the right to use the British flag, as well as for other g f^**^* 
purposes Ship Registry is necessary. With the actual registering 
of Ships, however, except in the points referred to below, the 
Consul will have little to do : but his special attention is called 
to the means which the system of Registry affords of distinguishing 
and identifying a British Ship ; and his attention is also called to 
the rule, that with the exceptions mentioned in paragraphs 2. and 
3. of S. 19. of the Act, no ship is entitled to the privileges of a 
British Ship unless duly registered. 

Ships registered before the 1st May 1854 are not required 
by the Act to be registered anew, but every registration of a ship 
since that date, whether the ship has been previously registered 
under the old law or not, is subject to the new law. 

6. The law requires the following particulars before registry : particulars re- 

Her name must be marked on each of her bows, and her name qtiired by S. 3, 
and the name of her port of registry must be marked on her stern, i873[ ^ ' 
on a dark ground in white or yellow letters, or on a light ground 
in black letters, such letters to be of a length not less than, four 
inches, and of proportionate breadth : 

A 2 
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Her official number and the number denoting her registered 
tonnage must be cut in on her main beam : 

A scale of feet denoting her draught of water must be marked 
on each side of her stem and of her stern post in Roman capital 
letters or in figures, not less than six inches in length, the lower 
line of such letters or figures to coincide with the draught line 
denoted thereby. Such letters or figures must be marked by 
being cut in and painted white or yeUow on a dark ground, or in 
such other way as the Board of Trade may from time to time 
approve. 

The Board of Trade may, however, exempt any class of ships 
from these requirements or any of them. 

If the scale of feet showing the ship's draught of water is in 
any respect inaccurate, so as to be likely to mislead, the owner of 
the ship will incur a penalty not exceeding one hundred pounds. 

These marks must not be concealed or obliterated except for the 
purpose of escaping capture by an enemy; nor may they be 
altered except in the manner and subject to the conditions provided 
by the Merchant Shipping Acts. 

Fishing vessels duly registered, lettered and numbered in pur- 
suance of the Sea Fisheries Act, 1868, will not be required to 
have their names and ports of registry so marked. 

7. The Consul should at once report to the Board of Trade any 
case in which there is reason to suppose that a British ship which 
has sailed from a port in the United Kingdom is insufficiently or 
inaccurately marked, with information as to the probable destina- 
tion of the vessel, and her next probable arrival in the United 
Kingdom. 

8. Every British ship will, wJien registered, receive a Certi- 
ficate of Registry in the form marked D. in the Schedule to the 
Act, which will contain, — 

(a.) The name of the ship and Port of Registry : 
• (b.) The n^me of the master, and the number of his Certificate 
of Competency or Service (if any) : 

(c.) Various details concerning her tonnage, build, and descrip- 
tion, set forth in the Certificate of Survey by the Measuring 
Officer, which will be in the form marked A. in the Schedule to 
the Act : 

{d.) Details concerning the origin and build of the ship : 

(e.) The names and description of the owners, and the propor- 
tions in which they are interested. 

9. Certificates of Registry will be numbered in one perpetual 
and consecutive series for all ships in the British Empire, and 
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each number when once given and placed on the Certificate 
will remain without change as long as the ship is in existence 
and continues to be a British ship. The Consul will, in men- 
tioning a ship in official letters and documents, always specify 
the name and port of registry, as well as the official number. 

10. It cannot be too strongly impressed upon the Consul that CLaracter aud 
a Certificate of Eegistry is not, under the Acts, any evidence of certificate of 
title, and that although provision is made for having the names of R^stry. 
the owners indorsed upon the Certificate whenever it is possible 
to do so, yet it will very frequently happen that sales may have 
taken place, either at home or abroad, which cannot be indorsed 
upon the Certificate, and also that no mortgages will ever be 
officially indorsed upon it. Persons who wish to purchase or 
advance money on ships, must look for their title, not to the Certi- 
ficate of Registry, but either to the Book of Registry which is 
kept at the Port of Registry, or to the Certificates of Sale and 
Mortgage herein-after mentioned. 

The object of the Certificate of Registry is to show the national S. 50. 
character of the ship^ and it is only to he used for the lawful navi" 
gation of the ship. It must therefore always remain with the ship 
so long as she remains a British ship, and must have the name of 
the master for the time being written or indorsed upon it. 

The Consul will have certain special duties connected with this 
document, which are as follows : — 

U. Whenever the Master of a British ship is changed at a Duty of Con- 
Foreign port, it will be the Consul's duty to require the Certificate ^o the CertSa- 
to be produced to him, to indorse upon it and sign a memorandum cate on change 
of the change, adding the number of the new Master's Certificate ^^^*^'*- 
of Competency or service (if any). If, however, the change is 
made in consequence of the sentence of a Naval Court {see Instruc- 
tions relating to Naval Courts), it will be the duty of the President 
of the Court to take these steps. In any case the Consul should 
report the change, on the first opportunity, to the Registrar General s. 4., M.S.A , 
of Shipping and Seamen, 62, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. l®^^. 

12. Whenever any ship is lost or abandoned, taken by the enemy, In case of loss,, 
burnt or broken up, or is transferred to a person not qualified to ^^^^^^ ^^ 
own a British ship, or from any other reason ceases to be a British foreigner, 
ship, notice is to be given as soon as possible to the Registrar of S* ^^' 
the Port of Registry ; and the Certificate of Registry, unless lost 
or destroyed, is to be returned to him. For this purpose it will be 
the Consul's duty, whenever any such event takes place within his 
consulate, or whenever the master of any ship in respect of which any 
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such event has happened arrives within his consulate, to demand 
from him the Certificate of Registry, and to forward it, with a state- 
ment of the circumstances under which he has obtained it, to the 
Registrar of the Port of Regisiay. As the Certificate of Registry 
is a document proving nationality, it is most important that this 
provision should be strictly observed, in order to prevent the Cer- 
tificate from being improperly used ; and if the Consul should 
find any difficulty in enforcing it, he will not fail to point out to 
the offending parties that they are liable to a penalty of 100/., 
and to report the case to the Board of Trade. 

13. The provisions contained in the 6th section of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1873, apply only to British Ports of Registry, but 
their spirit should be acted on by the Consul in any case in which 
application is made to him for a Provisional Certificate for any 
ship which has been wrecked, abandoned, or condemned, i.e., no 
such Certificate should be granted to such ship unless she be 
certified by a competent Surveyor to be seaworthy. The Consul, 
however, has no power to order a survey, except on the request 
and at the expense of parties interested, or by Order of a Naval 
Court. 

14. If a Certificate of Registry is used for any ship other 
than that for which it was granted, the persons so using it are 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and the ship is liable to seizure and 
condemnation. If the Consul should become aware of any off^ence 
of this description, or any attempt to commit it, he will not fail to 
warn the parties of their liabilities, and also to inform the 
Board of Trade. But he will not exercise the power of 
seizing the ship given him by the 52nd section of the Act, 
unless he has reason to believe that the offence is wilful and 
fraudulent, and that it is intended thereby to obtain means of 
committing piracy or of avoiding lawful capture by the cruisers 
of Her Majesty or of Her Allies in time of war, or of defrauding 
the Revenue, or of doing some other act manifestly contrary to 
public policy. (See paragraphs 20 to 22.) 

15. Under the Act of 1873 foreign ports, where Her Majesty 
exercises jurisdiction, may be constituted ports of Registry, and 
under an Order in Council of the 6th August 1874 Shanghai 
was constituted a foreign port of Registry for British Ships. 

16. A general Index will be kept by the Registrar-General 
of Shipping and Seamen, in which will be entered, for reference, 
all particulars concerning the titles to British ships wherever 
registered; but the actual title to a ship will depend, not on 
the entries in this Index, but on those contained in the Register 
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Book kept at the Port of Registry. A list of the Ships whose 
Registers are cancelled will from time to time be sent to the 
Consul by the Registrar-General. 

Certificates of British Ownership and Passes for 
Unregistered Vessels. 

17. Certificates of British Ownership are also issued by 
Consuls on the West Coast of Africa and by Her Majesty's Consul 
General at Constantinople ; also on the East Coast of Africa by the 
Consul at Zanzibar to vessels conveying produce along the island 
coast. (For instructions to the Consuls on the subject see 
Appendices A. and B.) Provisional

18. The flag to be carried by British ships is the Red Ensign, Flags to be 
a drawing of which may be found in Appendix C. The flag to British sSps 
be hoisted by British ships for a pilot is the Union Jack with a S. 105. 
white border, a drawing of which may be also found in 
Appendix C. If any colours usually worn by Her Majesty's Appendix C. 
ships, or any pendant, or any distinctive national colours, except 

those above mentioned, be hoisted in any British ship or boat 
without warrant from Her Majesty or the Admiralty, the master, 
the owner, if on board, and every other person concerned, is liable 
to a penalty not exceeding oOOZ. ; and Consuls and other public 
officers may board the vessel, and take away such colours or 
pendants. 

19. The Consul will make known in the most public manner Steps to be

cerning flags, and he will cause a notice of such rules, with a are carried 
copy of the flags to be used to be exhibited in some con- ^' ^^^• 
spicuous part of his oflice. If he is informed that any British 
vessel hoists colours which are contrary to the Merchant Shipping 
Act, he will send or go on board, and will seize the pendant or 
colours so hoisted, and will for that purpose order the master to 
haul them down and deliver them up to him. If the colours are 
delivered up, care should be taken tliat the person to whom they 
are delivered is able, if called on, to prove their identity, either 
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by keeping them in liis costodj or putting some mark upon 
them. In every case of ofience, the Consul will report the 
facts to the Secretaiy of State for Foreign Affairs, in order 
that the Admiralty may consider whether any further steps should 
be taken. In so doing, he will state the name. Port of Registry, 
official number, tonnage, and destination of the ship, the name 
of the master, the nature of the pendant or colours improperly 
carried, the names, addresses, and destinations of any persons 
who have been witnesses of the offence, and the steps taken by 
the Consul and the result, with any statement or explanation 
given by the master. 

Simulation or Concealment of National Character. 

Penalties for 20. It is, as already noticed, of the utmost importance that the 

^*n*or**o°^eal- ®^°o^® remaining condition requisite to give to a ship the character 
ment of na- and privileges of a British ship should be strictly performed, and 
tional charac- j^ is also very important that the national character of a ship 
should neither be falsely assumed nor unduly concealed ; so that 
on the one hand Her Majesty's Government may not be involved 
in aoy difficulties from claims to protection on the part of persons 
not entitled to use the British Flag, and so that on tho other 
British ships may not, by concealing their national character 
attempt to avoid obligations under which they are placed by 
British law. With the view of preventing these evils, the follow- 
ing offences are made punishable by forfeiture; that is to 
say: — 
g. 103. (a*) Using the British flag and assuming the British character 

on board any ship owned or partly owned by persons not duly 
qualified to own British ships, for the purpose of making the 
ship appear to be a British ship, unless the assumption is made 
either for the purpose of escaping capture by an enemy, or by a 
foreign ship of war in exercise of some belligerent right : 

(b.) Carrying or permitting to be carried on board a Britisli 
ship any papers or documents, or doing or permitting anything 
to be done with respect to such ship, with intention to assume a 
foreign character, or to conceal the British character of the ship 
from any person entitled by law to inquire into the same : 
S. 62 68. 64. (^0 "i'^© acquisition as an owner by an unqualified person of 
any interest in a ship assuming to be a British ship, except in 
certain cases of descent and transmission, for which special pro- 
vision is made in the Act :

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In order to enforce forfeitures in the above cases, Consuls and See also S. 9, 
Other public officers are enabled to seize and detain ships, and jg^^* ^ ' 
take them for adjudication before Courts of Admiralty, and they 
are exempted from any responsibility on account of the detention S. 104. 
if reasonable grounds exist for the same. The Consul will, how- 
ever, act in this case as in the case of a Certificate of Registry, 
improperly used (see paragraph 14), and will not seize the ship 
unless he has reason to believe that the offence is wilful and 
fraudulent, or that it is intended thereby to obtain means of com- 
mitting piracy, or of avoiding lawful capture by the cruisers of 
Her Majesty or of Her Allies in time of war, or of defrauding the 
revenue, or of doing any other act manifestly contrary to public 
policy. He will, however, in every case warn the parties of their S. 103. 
liabilities, and will point out that in addition to the forfeiture, 
any person guilty of the oflTences secondly and fourthly above spe- 
cified, is liable to be prosecuted for a misdemeanor, and he will 
also report every such ofience to the Board of Trade.

22. In dealing with cases arising under the above-mentioned Rule of Inter- 
enactments, Consuls will remember that according to well esta- national law. 
blished principles of International law, the owner of any ship using 

a national fiag, and assuming a national character, cannot, upon 
any trial or judicial proceeding be allowed to urge to his own 
advantage, or in his own defence, that the flag and character so 
assumed are not the flag and character which properly belongs to 
the ship. 

Furchases, Mortgages, Sales at Foreign Forts, and 
Frovisional Certificates of Registry. 

23. Persons qualified to own British ships may purchase Purchase of 

Foreign ships at a Foreign port.

is enabled to grant a provisional Certificate, to remain in force 
until the expiration of six months, or until the arrival of the 
ship at some port having a British Registrar, whichever first 
happens. In granting this certificate he will attend to the fol- 
lowing particulars : — 

He will require from the purchaser, or from the agent of the 
purchaser, a declaration containing a statement of the qualifica- 
tion of the purchaser, similar to those contained in Forms B. or C. 
(as the case may be) in the Schedule to the Act, and containing 
also such of the other particulars contained in those forms as can 
be obtained without requiring a new survey or measurement ; and 
this Declaration should, so far as possible, be in the same form, and 
be made with the same formalities and precautions, as declarations 
given for the purpose of the final registry of the ship, except that 
it must be marked " Provisional." 

He will then prepare a Certificate of Registry, adhering as 
nearly as possible to the Form D. in the Schedule to the Act, ex- 
cept that at the top must be written in large and conspicuous 
characters the word " Provisional," and that at the foot or in some 
conspicuous place must be added the words " This Provisional 
" Certificate of Registry continues in force only until the 
" day of [insert the day of the expiration of six 

" months from the date^, or until she completes her voyage from 
" [insert the port at which the Certificate is given"] to 

" some port at which there is a British Registrar, whichever first 
" happens." The provisional Certificate must be signed by the 
Consul instead of by the Registrar, and must be sealed i^dih his 
Official seal. No official number is to be inserted. A form of 
Provisional Certificate of Registry, filled up according to the cir- 
cumstances of the case, as assumed, is given in Appendix D. 

He will keep a duplicate of the Certificate and send it with the 
Declaration to the Registrar General of Shipping and Seamen, 82, 
Basinghall Street, London, E.C., on the first opportunity, and in 
so doing he will endorse on the Certificate a statement of the Port 
of British Registry to wliich the ship is bound. 

He will warn the master and the purchaser or his agent, that 
the Provisional Certificate is only in force until the ship reaches 
the first port at which there is a British Registrar, or at the expi- 
ration of six months, whichever first happens, and that she must 
then be surveyed, measured, and completely registered. 
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24. All Transfers of ships are made, not by indorsement Mortgages and 
on the Certificate of Registry, which, as mentioned above ^^e^n p^rts!^ 
(paragraph 10), is not a document of title, but by entry 

in the register books. As, however, there are numerous cases 
in which an owner may desire to sdl or mortgage his ship 
when away from the port of registry, the following plan is 
adopted: — 

25. The owner will obtain from the Registrar at the port of Certificates of 
registry a Certificate containing a power to sell or mortgage the ggg^^ 

ship. This document will be in the form M. or N. in the Schedule S. 76, 77, 78, 
to the Act (as the ease may be) ; it wiU contain the names and 
descriptions of the persons by whom, and the limits of time within j^ ^ Sche- 
which it is to be exercised, and the place or places (if it is dule to Act> 
intended to fix the place) at which it is to be exercised, and also 
in cases of mortgage the maximum amount of charge to be created, 
if it is intended to fix a maximum, and in cases of sale the 
minimum amount of purchase money, if it is intended to fix a 
minimum. These particulars will, when the Certificate is given, 
be entered in the Register Book, so that persons at home, pur- 
chasing or advancing money on the ship will have full notice of all 
sales or incumbrances made under the Certificate whilst the ship is 
abroad. Mortgages and sales duly made in exercise of the powers 
thus given will have just the sam^ effect as if they had been made 
in the Register Book, viz., they will give a good title, except 
against persons of whose prior claims the purchaser or mortgagee 
has actual notice. Mortgages and Sales made under common 
Powers of Attorney are not absolutely prohibited, but they will 
have no validity against sales or mortgages made under Certificates 
abroad, or by entry in the Registry Book at the Port of Registry, 
and those who take under them will therefore do so at their own 
risk. 

26. The duty of the Consul in respect of mortgages to be made Duty of Consul 
under these Certificates will be as foUows ;— Mo'rt^ge i^e 

(a.) In case of Certificates of Mortgage, which maybe exercised under Certifi- 
in favour of Foreigners as well as of British subjects, he will see ^^' 
that the document presented to him is in the form and contains 
the particulars required by the Act, and that it is signed by the 
Registrar of the port of registry. 

(b.) He will see that the proposed mortgage is in accordance 
with the terms of the Certificate, and that the person or persons 
exercising the power are the person or persons named for that 
purpose in the Certificate, and he wiU warn the mortgagee, that if 
this is not so his security will not be good.

. (c.) He will record upon the Certificate the particulars of the 
From M. in Mortgage, in the form given in the note to form M. in the 
Act *^ Schedule, or as near tliereto as may be, taking care in no case to 
state unnecessary particulars, or to incumber the Certificate Tvith 
anything but the bare terms of the Mortgage ; and he will sign the 
record and affix his Consular seal. 

(d,) He will be careful to make this record as soon as the Certi- 
ficate is produced to him for the purpose, and to insert the day and 
hour on which it is done. 

(e.) If two or more Mortgages are produced to him for indorse- 
ment, he will record them in the order in which they are produced, 
whatever may be their respective dates.

judgment, and temper in settling differences which may arise 
amongst the crews of Merchant ships, must often depend the 
welfare and safety of many important lives, and of much valuable 
property.

As the Colonial Certificates of Competency referred to are to 
have the same force as the similar certificates granted by the Board 
of Trade in the United Kingdom, they must be accepted as occu- 
pying in every respect the place of the latter, and as entitling their 
bon& fide holders to act in the capacities stated on them, or any 
inferior (but not superior) capacity, in any British Ship, all over 
the world without the possession of a Board of Trade Certificate. 

Colonial Certificates will have to be used, produced, and deli- 
vered at the times and on the occasions at and on which Im- 
perial Certificates of Competency would have to be used, produced, 
and delivered. 

46. Consular officers are empowered by the Orders in Cou ncil 
under which these Certificates have been recognised, to demand, and 
if necessary detain, any such Colonial Certificate which they have 
reason to believe has been improperly issued, or has been forged, 
altered, cancelled, suspended, or to which the person usin^ it is 
not justly entitled. 

Wheuever this power is exercised a report of the facts and 
circumstances must be sent by the Consul, with the least possible 
delay, to the Board of Trade and to the Government of the Pos- 
session in which the Certificate was originally granted or may 
purport to have been granted. 

As the withdrawal of a Certificate would in some cases entail 
inconvenience, not only upon its possessor but also upon the owners 
of the ship and cargo, it is scarcely necessary to caution Consuls 
that the exercise of the power should only be resorted to when the 
evidence is perfectly clear, and if the ship is bound to the United 
Kingdom, and the report above mentioned has been sent to the 
Possession, the Board of Trade should nevertheless be informed of 
the facts. 

Every case of death of a Colonial Certificate-holder which may 
come to the Consul's knowledge should bo reported, and the certi- 
ficate, if it has come into the Consul's possession, forv^arded to the 
Government of the Posession by which it was gi'anted, without 
delay. 

Naval Courts. 47. It will be noticed that these Certificates will be liable to can- 
cellation and suspension in precisely the same way as Certificates 
granted by the Board of Trade under the Merchant Shipping Acts, 
and by the same Boards, Courts, and Tribunals. The provisions 
of <* The Merchant Shipping Act, 1854," and " The Merchant 
Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862," as to Naval Courts will, 
therefore, be applicable to the Colonial Certificates in question. 
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except 80 much of the third paragraph of the 23rd section of 
" The Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862/' as 
requires at the conclusion of a case relating to the cancelling or 
suspending of a Certificate, such Certificate, if cancelled or sus- 
pended to be forwarded to the Board of Trade, and the whole of 
the provisions of the fourth paragraph of the same section, 

48. The Orders in Council further provide that the cancellation or Cancellation, 
suspension of a Certificate shall involve cancellation or suspension f^\^^ Certi- 
of all the other Certificates (if any) possessed by its owner. With 
the view of carrying this Regulation strictly into effect, it will be 
desirable that the Court should endeavour to ascertain, and should 
specify in their decision the particulars of all the Certificates 
possessed by any person whose conduct is the subject of an inves- 
tigation by them. 

In cases of cancellation and suspension of such Colonial Certi- 
ficates, copies of the report of the Court and of the evidence, 
together with the respective Certificates, should be sent to the 
Governments of the British Possessions by whom the several 
Certificates possessed by the offender were originally granted. A 
full report upon the case and the evidence should, at the same 
time, be sent to the Board of Trade, as required by the Act, and 
the sentence, giving the number of each Certificate dealt with, 
and the Possession in which it was granted should be mentioned 
in it. 

49. These instructions must be understood as having reference instrucrions

Enoaobment and Discharge of Seamen. 
Engagements of Seamen. 

General. 

60. Whenever a seaman is engaged in any British ship in any- 
port where there is a Consul, the sanction of the Consul must be 
obtained ; the Consul must cause the agreement to be read over 
and explained to the seaman, or otherwise asceitain that the sea- 
man understands it before he signs it. The seaman must then 
sign it in the Consul's presence, or, if he cannot write, must make 
his mark. In no case is any other person to be allowed to sign or 
make a mark for him. The Consul must attest the signature and 
indorse on the agreement a statement in the form in Appendix G. 

The Consul will pay particular attention to this part of his duty, 
as very gi*eat evils and inconveniences are found to arise from the 
fact that men are engaged in foreign ports through the medium of 
private shipping agents, and often without any knowledge of the 
terms on which they are engaged or the service required from them. 

61. The Consul should, if he have any suspicion that a seaman is 
making a false statement as to his own name or that of his last ship 
warn him that a wilful false statement of either will render him 
liable to a penalty of five pounds, to be deducted from his wages. 

The Consul should ask each seaman to produce his discharge 
from his last ship. 

62. In cases where an agreement has been made with seamen, 
and the parties to it desire to make an alteration in it while at a 
foreign port, all persons interested in the alteration must appear 
before the Consul and signify their consent, and the Consul must 
indorse upon the agreement an attestation that the alteration has 
Deen made with such consent in the form in Appendix H. 

63. The Consul is reminded that in certain countries the 
engagement of the subjects of those countries on foreign service 
IS illegal, unless they are provided with certificates from the com- 
petent authorities to the effect that there is no objection to their 
accepting such service.

69. Section 7 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1873, however, 
provides that agreements with seamen may, instead of stating the 
nature and duration of the intended voyage or engagement, state 
the maximum period of the voyage or engagement, and the places 
or parts of the world, if any, to which the voyage or engagement 
is not to extend. 

60. Agreements in respect of British ships opened at a foreign 
port should be on the Form (Eng. 1.) 

61. The Master and crew being in attendance, the Consul should 
see that the provisions of the Act, (ss. 44 and 46,) as to the 
Master's name being on the ship's Register are complied with. 

The provisions of the Merchant Shipping Acts which require 
that Masters, Mates, or Engineers shall possess Certificates of 
Competency or Service relate only to cases in which ships go to 
sea from ports in the United Kingdom, and the Consul cannot 
enforce the engagement of Certificated Ofl&cers. When, however, 
a Master, Mate, or Engineer holds a Certificate of Competency or 
Service, it should be produced to the Consul, and the number of it 
should be inserted opposite the name of the possessor in any form 
in which his name appears ; and whenever he does not hold one 
he should be reminded of the provisions of s. 136 of ** The Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1854," and s. 5 of " The Merchant Shipping 
Act Amendment Act, 1862," which would be enforced if the ship 
at any time in the course of the voyage should go to sea from 
the United Kingdom. 

62. Certificates of Competency of equal validity with those 
issued by the Board of Trade are issued in certain of the Colonies.

Difficulties frequently arise between masters and crews of ™ent8. 
British Merchant Vessels owing to the indefiniteness of the wording 
of their Agreements. 

The following is quoted as an example :— 

" From Cork to Shields and from thence to Constantinople or 
** any other Port or Ports in the Mediterranean Sea, Sea of Azoph, 
** or Black Sea, or wherever freight may offer for the ship, and 
" back to a Port of Call for orders if required ; from thence to a 
" Port of final discharge in the United Kingdom, or , 

" expected term of service not to exceed 18 months." 

It is obvious that all Articles of Agreement ought to be as 
explicit and as free from doubt as possible. When this is not so 
the intention of the 149th clause of the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1854, is defeated, and both owners, masters, and crews are exposed 
to inconvenience, delay, and litigation. Consuls should therefore 
point out to Masters the importance of making the exact nature 
of ah Agreement obvious on the face of it, and the impolicy of 
inserting such vague phrases as " wherever freight may offer for 
the ship,'* or ** expected term, of service.'^ 

66. A stipulation is sometimes inserted in Agreements to the stipulations in 

effect that the crew may be discharged at some port on the con- Agreements

This practice is now becoming very common, especially in tho 
trade with India and the United States, and the result is invariably 
that seamen who are discharged abroad get less than they would 
if discharged at home. 

The following table shows the actual loss so incurred by certain 
seamen discharged from a British ship at Bombay.

If the rate of exchange is not fixed in the Agreement, seamen 
will be paid off at the current rate of excJiange at the port of 
discharge, and will not be losers. 

This caution equally applies to vessels bound to all foreign 
countries where the terms of their agreement provide for the pay- 
ment of wages in any foreign currency. 

In passing sums charged in the accounts of wages for advances 
of cash during the voyage, the Consul should remember that 
masters are only entitled to charge according to the current rate of 
exchange, on the day of the advance, at the Port where it was made. 

68. The Consul must see that the Agreement is properly settled 
in duplicate, that the description of the crew (specifying how 
many are sailors) is properly entered, that the successive folios, 
if more than one, are properly numbered, that the blanks are 
properly filled up, and that the reference, if any, to the sanctioned 
regulations as to fines is properly made. 
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When the Ae^reement is settled, and before it is signed, the S. 150. 
Consul must read it over to the crew, or cause it to be read over 
to them in his presence, and explain it if necessary.

74. The requisite forms, and an Official Ijog Book, are to be 
supplied to the parties free of charge in each case.

75. It will be the Consul's duty to prevent as far as possible 
British seamen from being left uuprovided for at his port. 

76. When a seaman is discharged at a foreign port from any 
cause, except shipwreck, or from unfitness or inability from illness 
to proceed on the voyage, unless he has been guilty of barratry, 
or is undergoing a Sentence of Imprisonment imposed by a 
legally constituted Court, he has a right to have adequate em- 
ployment found for him by the Master or to be sent home 
at the expense of the owner. The Consul will therefore not 
sanction his discharge unless adequate employment or subsis- 
tence and passage home, in addition to his full wages, is provided 
by the Master. This instruction applies equally to the case where 
the whole or part of a crew of a ship leave in consequence of 
termination of agreement, and the discharge of a single seaman 
by mutual consent before the agreement is terminated. See 
paragraphs 130, &c. 

77. Masters should therefore be warned that if they do not 
comply with the requirements of Section 205, they and the owners 
of their ships will be liable to repay all expenses, by whomsoever 
incuiTed, for the subsistence and passage home of the seamen. 

78. Payments to the seamen themselves of sums to defray their 
expenses should be particularly discouraged, as there is always a 
great probability of their spending the money and then applying 
for relief. 

79. In cases where the Master makes a deposit with the Consul 
under this section, the deposit is to be credited in the Consul's 
account with the Board of Trade, and the expenditure of each 
deposit, or any part of it, is to be charged therein, and duly 
supported by vouchers. Seamen in whose respect such deposits 
are made are to be offered free subsistence and passage home ;

Relief of Distressed Seamen. 

111. The claim of seamen to be relieved abroad and sent home 
is subject to the following regulations, and dependent on the 
following conditions, and all expenses charged to the Board of 
Trade by the Consul which are not authorised by these instruc- 
tions will be liable to disallowal. The following seafaring persons 
who are shipwrecked, disdharged, or left behind, and are found in 
distress in foreign ports are to be relieved under the direction of 
of the Board of Trade : 



INSTRtrCnONS TO CONSULS. 36 

1. British subjects who have been engaged in British merchant 

ships. 

2. British subjects who have been engaged in Her Majesty's 

ships. 

3. British subjects who have been engaged in ships belonging 

to any foreign power which has not concluded an agree- 
ment with the British Government for the mutual relief of 
distressed seamen. 

4. British subjects who have been engaged in ships belonging 

to a foreign power which has concluded such an agreement, 
but who are excluded by the terms of the agreement from 
its operation. All British subjects who are in distress in a 
foreign country after being engaged in a ship belonging to 
that country are so excluded. For instance, a British 
subject left behind in Germany from a German ship should 
be relieved, if necessary, by the British Consul, and not by 
the German authorities. 

5. Foreign sulyects who have been engaged in British merchant 

ships or in Her Majetsy*s ships, except those who 
are to be relieved by their own Governments.* 

British subjects, being seamen, requiring relief, whose last 
sendee at sea was in foreign vessels, should, if they have a right 
to relief, under agreement, from the Governments of the countries 
to which the vessels belong, be referred by the Consul to the 
Consuls or other official representatives of such Governments, and 
in any case in which the Consul may find it necessary to afford 
relief provisionally, application for the payment of the expenses so 
incurred should be made to the foreign official who may subse- 
quently take charge of the seaman. 

If no such reference to a foreign official be practicable, it will be 
the Consul's duty to afford all necessary relief, and to forward a 
report of the case, together with a statement of the expenses 
incurred, to the Board of Trade.* 

In affording rehef under the terms of the international agree- 
ments referred to, the Consul must be careful to do so in strict 
conformity to the conditions contained therein.

112. J£ six months have eli^[>6ed since a seaman left his last ship, 
he ceases to be a distressed seaman within the meaning of these 
instructions and is entitled to no relief whatever. Belief, how- 
everi may be extended to any seaman beyond this period provided 
that he came in charge either of the Consul or of the local autho- 
rities within those six months, for such period as he remains con- 
tinuously in the Consul's charge beyond this Umit. 

118. Stowaways, and other persons not on the Articles of a ship, 
left in distress at the Consul's port are not entitled to relief as 
distressed seamen unless they have been employed or engaged in 
some capacity on board the ship leaving them behind. 

114. No seaman fit for work, even if shipwrecked, has any claim 
to be sent home or relieved in any way at the public expense if 
he refuse to work his passage home or to accept reasonable 
employment* 

115. Distressed seamen are to be relieved upon the most reason^ 
able terms possible. No higher rate is to be paid for a mate 
than a common seaman, and relief is only to be given until 
employment can be found or the seaman can be sent away. 

116. Seamen falling or being sick while their ships'are in port are 
not to be considered as on that account entitled to relief. The 
Consul may, however, take charge of any such sick seaman, if for 
the purpose of preventing infection, or otherwise for the conve- 
nience of the ship, it is considered desirable that he should be 
temporarily removed from the ship. Should the seaman subse- 
quently return to his duty, the expense of removal and of providing 
the necessary advice and medicine, and of his subsistence while 
away from the ship, must be paid by the Master. If, however, 
he is so ill when the vessel sails, as to be unable or unfit to 
proceed on the voyage, the Consul may sanction his discharge 
on the ground of inability to proceed on the voyage ; but the 
Consul should require the Master to pay his expenses up to the 
date of the Consul's certificate on the articles of his inability to 
proceed. (See paragraph 101.) 

117. For any expense the Consul may incur at his port in respect 
of masters and seamen injured in the service of the ship, or for 
seamen discharged or left behind illegally, whether for medical 
advice, subsistence (including necessary clothing), or buiial, the 
Masters and Owners are liable. If such expense is not repaid on 
the spot by the Master, it is to be entered in the accounts, and 
supported by separate vouchers, and an account in the Form C. 18 
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is to be transmitted to the Board of Trade, in order that the 
amount may be recovered from the Owner. 

118. In giving his opinion as to whether or not a case falls Definition of 

within the words "hurt or iniury in the service of the ship/' the ."^?^ or injury

the Act, viz. : that a seaman shall not have to pay surgical or 
medical expenses incurred in consequence of hurt or injury re- 
ceived while in the service of the ship. In cases of accidents, 
(woimds, bruises, burns, fractures, frostbite, sunstroke, and the like) 
there will be seldom any difficulty. Generally speaking, any accident 
which befals a seaman when on board ship, whether he be engaged 
in some specific duty, or whether he be doing nothing, even if it 
occurs through his own fault, should be considered " hurt or 
injury in the service of the ship." If, however, a. seaman be on 
shore and not on ship's business when the accident happens, it 
should not be so considered. In the case of injury received through 
illness there will be more difficulty. There is a decision by the 
Queen's Bench Division, consisting of the late Lbfd^Chief Justice 
Cockburn and Mr. Justice Lush, in which lasting injury caused 
by illness due to poisonous provisions supplied to the crew of the 
** Crown Prince '* was held to be injury in the service of the ship. 
When, therefore, very serious illness is directly traceable to the 
default of the owner or master in not supplying proper or sufficient 
food, water, accommodation, medicines, or antiscorbutics (see pani- 
graphs 94 and 155), the Consul should treat it as injury in the 
service of the ship. In doubtful cases the Consul should, as regards 
reductions from seamen's wages, be guided by paragraph 101, and 
should send full particulars to the Board of Trade with his 
accounts in order that they may decide as to applying .to owners 
for the recovery of expenses. 

119. In cases of shipwreck of British vessels, where the Master Men ship^ 
or crew apply to the Consul for assistance while engaged in decked, 
remaining by the wreck for the preservation of the property or for 

the collection and disposal of the materials and stores, they are, 
while so employed, not to be considered as distressed seamen. 

120. Distressed seamen may, if necessary, be supplied with Clothing may 
clothing, but the Consul is to take particular care that they are ® ^^^^^ 

not provided at the public expense with more clothing, or more 
expensive clothing than is absolutely necessary. No more ex- 
pensive clothing is to be supplied to Mates than to common 
seamen. 

121. No bedding is to be purchased for them, except in ca^es of Bedding,

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122. The Consul may provide distressed seamen, wlien necessary, 
with medical advice and medicine. 

128. The Consul should request hospital authorities to inform 
him of all British seamen received into the hospital within twenty- 
four hours of their admittance. 

124. The Consul should inform the authorities, as soon as 
possible, when any seaman in hospital is discharged from his ship, 
and make them clearly understand that until such discharge is 
notified by him to them, the seaman remains at the charge of the 
ship and not of the Consul. 

125. In any case of unusual expense, or when the Consul con- 
siders it absolutely necessary to deviate from his instructions in 
reheving seamen, he must be very particular in explaining the 
cause in a letter accompanying his accounts. 

126. Should it become necessary to continue men in charge 
longer that one month, an explanation should be furnished with 
the Accounts.

127. Whenever a vessel with distressed British seamen on board, 
who have been rescued or picked up at sea, arrives at the port, 
the Consul shall pay to the Master of the ship for the conveyance 
of such men the sum of 2*. a day for each Master, and 1^. 6d. a 
day for each seaman subsisted on board if she is a sailing vessel, 
or if she is a steam vessel 3*. a day each for Master and seaman. 
Every sum paid for subsistence in cases of this nature should be 
entered in Column 16 of the Form C. 20, and vouched for by the 
receipt of the Master for the amount. 

128. If subsistence is refused, or if there are any special circum- 
stances connected with the rescue, the Consul should obtain 
particulars on the Form C. 35, and forward it to the Board of 
Trade in order that Her Majesty's Government may be in a 
position to consider the propriety of making som^ acknowledgment 
or bestowing some reward. 

In reporting such services the Consul should be careful to 
always state whether subsistence has been paid or whether it has 
been refused, and in the latter case, if possible, to obtain and 
forward a written refusal by the master of the rescuing vessel.

to their own country, whenever such course be practicable, without 
considerable increase of expenditure.

Conveyance 148. As difficulty sometimes arises in finding Masters willing to 

t^^e^^^"^*"^ give pass^es under the usual Consular Order C. 16 to distressed 
seamen suffering from mental derangement, the Consul is authorised 
in any such case that may arise to make a special arrangement 
with a Master willing to take the seaman, agreeing to pay, if 
necessary, such sum for the passage, in addition to the usual 
allowance as may appear fair and reasonable under the circuna- 
stances, and with the object of ensuring that requisite care and 
attendance shall be given to the passenger during the voyage. A 
copy of the agreement so entered into should be forwarded to the 
Board of Trade as soon as possible in every case, and also, in any 
case where it is desirable to forward the seaman to a foreign port 
or a port in a British Possession abroad, to the Consul or the 
Shipping Officer, as the case may be, at the port to which the 
seaman is to be conveyed. 

149. In the case of a seaman arriving under such circumstances 
at his port, the Consul may pay to the Master the amount of the 
passage money on production of such an agreement as described 
herein, purporting to be entered into between the Master and a 
Consul or Officer in a British Possession abroad, and upon being 
satisfied that the seaman has received the extra care and attend- 
ance stipulated for.

162. Whenever a Distressed Seaman belonging to Canada, and Canadian 
who last served in a ship registered at a port of the Dominion *®*™®^ 
receives relief, an affidavit, in the form set forth in Ap- Appendix K.

other anti-scorbutics, as may be directed by Order in Council, and 
these must be served out in accordance with the requirements of 
the Act. 

The Owner or Master is liable to a penalty of 20/. for not 
providing anti- scorbutics as required, and the Master to a penalty 
of 5/. for not serving them out to his crew as requii'ed. The 
Master is further liable to a penalty of 5/. for failing to make the 
entry in the Official Log which, in the case referred to by the 
section, is also required. 

Should the Consul in any case learn that the provisions of the 
Act have not been complied with, he should warn the offending 
Master and record the fact on the ship's ailicles. 
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Lime juice of itself will not prevent scurvy, and the Consul Fresh provi- 
should therefore take every opportunity of urging upon Masters "**'*** 
of vessels sailing on long voyages the necessity of supplying their 
crews with fresh potatoes, molasses, &c., and a larger supply of 
fresh or presei-ved meats, in lieu of salt beef and pork. 

166. * Under an Order in Council of the 5th August 1871, ships, Cholera, 
vessels, or boats on board of which any person has been attacked ^d^"*1) 
by cholera or choleraic diarrhoea during the voyage, may not desta^^ 
enter any port or place in the United Kingdom untfl the clothes 
and bedding of such person have been destroyed. 

Care should be taken that shipmasters understand this obliga- 
tion and the forther obligation of disinfecting the berths of 
cholera patients and all things besides clothes and bedding likely 
to carry infection. 

All cases of cholera should be entered in the official log, and 
a list of all articles destroyed. 

In the case of seamen dying of cholera at a foreign port, the 
Consul will give directions for the destruction of the clothing, 
Ac, of the deceased, which should never be sent to the United 
Kingdom. 

Any person offending against the above directions is liable^ 
under the Order in Council referred to, on summary conviction, to 
a penalty not exceeding 20/. 

BiKTHS AND Deaths Registration Act, 1874. 

167. Section 54, with schedule of 37 & 38 Yict. c. 88, (Births Ss. 87 & 54 of 
and Deaths Registration Act, 1874,) which came into operation on ^-^ * 88 Vict. 
1st January 1875, repeals sections 273 and 282 of the "Merchant ^d^I^A^^ 
Shipping Act, 1854,'* so far as they relate to the entry of any Registration 
birth or death. It also repiBals section 16 of the <* Passengers ^^*' ^^^'*^* 
Act, 1855," from " and the said Master shall note in writing '* 
down to " An Act for registering Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
in England," and section 100 of the same Act from " such Emi- 
gration or Customs Officer" to the end of the section, which 
sections thus repealed provided for the insertion of particulars of 
births and deaths in the passengers lists and their transmission to 
the Registrar-General of Births, Deaths, and Marriages. 

Section 37 (1) of the same Act provides for the Captain or 
Master of a Merchant vessel recording " in his log book or other- 
wise " the birth of a child or the death of a person on board ship, 
together with certain other particulars ; and on the amval of the 
ship in the United Kingdom or elsewhere " a return of the facts

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so recorded** must be forwarded to the Registrar-General of 
Shipping and Seamen " in such form and manner as the Board 
** of Trade may direct.'* The Board of Trade accordingly direct 
that the return shall be made in the form given in the Official 
Log Book, to be forwarded in due course to the Registrar- 
General of Shipping and Seamen. 

'Section 37 (3) enacts that the Board of Trade ** may, if they 
think fit, direct '* that the said return of births and deaths be 
deliveredi ^* upon the arrival of the ship at any port or place out 
^< of the United Kingdom," to the Principal British Consular 
Officer at the port or place for the purpose of being transmitted 
to the Registrar-General of Shipping and Seamen. 

These sections and schedules, the portions repealed being 
Appendix N. shown by italics, may be found in Appendix N. 

On a vessel touching at his port, the Consul should ascertain 
that the requisite particulars of any births or deaths which may 
have occurred on board ship since the voyage commenced have 
been properly inserted by the Master in the Official Log Book, 
and shoidd also demand from the Master a return filled in on the 
appropriate form, of these particulars for all births and deaths 
which do not appear by entries in the last two columns of the 
tables printed in the Official Log Book to have been previously 
reported at an intermediate port. 

Forms Eng. 8, Copies of the Forms Eng. 8, 9, and 10 for this purpose, and 
9 and 10. which are fac-similes of the tables printed in the Official Log 

Book, will be supplied upon application in the usual manner. 

To prevent duplication of returns the Consul should note the fact 
in the tables of the Official Log Book in every case in which the 
particulars are duly reported to him by the Master. 



Deaths on board British Ships. 

Consul to 168. Whenever a death happens on board a British ship, whether

* inquire into the cause of the death and the circumstances attending 

it, using, if necessary, the powers mentioned in paragraph 40 of 

his Instructions, and report the result to the Registrar-General of 

Seamen ; or should any serious complaint be made by the Master 
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or any of the crew as to the manner in which the deceased lost his 
life, he should summon a Naval Court, see paragraph 184, when, 
if it appears that the death has been caused by violence, ill- 
treatment, neglect, or other improper means, he should be guided 
by the Instructions relating to Naval Courts and also by para- 
graphs 185 to 200 and paragraph 291. 



Wages and Effects of deceased Seamen. 

159. The Act makes careful provision for the collection and dis- Master to 
tribution of the wages and effects of seamen who, being engaged account for 
or sent home in a ship which is to terminate her voyage in the effects of men 
United Kingdom, die before the voyage is completed.

The disposal of the effects in such cases should be fully de- 
scribed in Form C. 15, and the expense of disinfecting articles sent Form C. 15.

169. The Consul will observe and point out to those who are Seamen's wills, 
interested, that in order to entitle persons claiming under a ^* ^^^'

Trade, it must be shown that the will, if executed on board ship, 
was executed in the presence of and attested by the Master or 
Mate, and if on shore, in the presence of certain official persons 
mentioned in the Act. 

170. The foregoing instructions relate to all persons employed in Estates and 
the service of any British ships, except Masters. Their effects, if ^*?^ ^^ 
they die in foreign ports, are to be treated in the same manner as 

those of other British subjects. If, however, they have Certifi- 
cates of Competency or Service, these should be sent to the 
Registrar-Greneral of Seamen, London, or to the Government of 
the British Possession by which they were issued.

17L The British Govemmoit have agreed with the Govern- 
ments of France, Germany, Sweden said Norway, to deliver to 
their respective Consuls General in London the wages and effects 
received by the Board of Trade under the provisions of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1854, of seamen belonging to those countries 
who have died on board British merchant vesseb, and these 
Grovemments have on their part agreed to deliver to the nearest 
British Consul the property of British seamen dying on board 
their merchant vessels, or on shore in their t^ritories. The 
Consul will, therefore, report to the Board of Trade the particulars 
of the deaths of such British seamen, receive their wages and 
effects, deal with them, and account for them to the Board of 
Trade, as if the seamen had belonged to British ships. 

Copies of the notes on the subject exchanged between the 
British Government and the Governments of France, Germany, 
and Sweden, will be found in Appendix O. 

172. Declarations have been made between the British Govern- 
ment and the GrOvemments of Denmark, Italy, and Russia relative 
to the disposal of the estates of deceased seamen, of which copies 
will be found in Appendix O. The Consul will hand over the 
property of deceased Danish, Italian, and Russian seamen (as 
provided for by the terms of the Declarations aforesaid) to their 
respective Consuls, and will account for the property of British 
seamen received from the Gk>vemments of Denmark, Italy, and 
Russia, as if the seamen had belonged to British ships. 



DiSCIPLINB. 

General dutief. 173. The Consul's duties under this head are extremely im- 
portant, but as the mode in which he must act must depend, in a 
great measure, upon the country in which he is, and the position 
and powers there given to him, it is impossible to lay down 
general rules which will meet every case, and he must be guided 
by his own discretion, and by such particular instructions as may 

S. 243. be given him from time to time. Section 243 contains a list of the 

principal offences committed on board ships, and their respective 
punishments ; but throughout the whole of the 3d part of the Act 
will be found provisions bearing more or less on the subject of 
discipline ; and upon the various questions which arise between a 
master and his crew. 

Though the Consul has no magisterial power, he has the right 
to withhold his sanction to the discharge of a seaman, and autho- 
rity to summon a Naval Court. 

These powers, if properly exercised (or if not exercised the 



INSTRUCTIONS TO CONSULS. 51 

possession of them), should be sufficient to enable the Consul to 
exercise a very considerable influence in settling disputes between 
masters and their crews, and may practically afford a means of 
punishment of many minor offences by an arrangement between 
the parties that certain deductions should be made from wages, or 
certain sums should be paid as compensation. It will be for the 
Consul to decide whether it is fit and proper in the circu^istimces 
ci each case that it should or should not be settled without 
reference to a Naval Court He will be able to point out what 
fines or penalties provided by the Merchant Shipping Acts are 
applicable, and will also, in many cases, have an additional guide in 
the terms of the agreement which specify fines for certain offences. 
But he should always remember that the consent of both parties 
is necessary to such settlements, and that his position is not that 
of a magistrate but an arbitrator. 

In grave cases, however, which the Consul feels involves great 
responsibility, he will do well when practicable to avail himself 
of the assistance of a-Naval Court (see paragraphs 184 to 200, 
also Instructions relating to Naval Courts.) 

Desertion. 

174. Arran^ements',in the shape of Treaties, Conventions, Agree- Recovery of 
ments. Declarations, and Notifications, have been entered into deserters, 
between Great Britain and most of the Foreign Powers (as shown ^^Jf^^' 
in Appendix P.), for the mutual surrender of seamen, not being 1852.

In the event of the desertion of a seaman or apprentice from a Recovery of 
British Ship at a port in the Territories or Colonies of any of the deserters.

These Arrangements, &c. do not apply, however, to deserters 
from British Ships who are subjects of the Country where the 
desertion takes place. 

176. Whenever a seaman is left behind on account of desertion, Further steps 
an entry of the desertion must be made in the Official Log-book, des^ou, 
and must be signed by the Master and also by the Mate, or one of S.244& S.207. 
the crew. This entry in the Log-book must be shewn to the Consul Ap^ndix Q. 
and he will then examine into the allegation of the desertion so

Interference of 178. In considering how far the interference of Foreign Courts 
foreign courts, gj^^^ld be allowed or invoked, the first question to be looked at is 
whether there are any treaties on the subject existing between 
this country and the country in which the Consul is acting. To 
the express stipulations of such treaties, all general rules of inter- 
national law are subject ; and the Consul will therefore be guided 
by them in the exercise of his own functions, and will call upon 
^he Local Authorities to act in accordance therewith. 
Local police 179. Subject to any such treaties as aforesaid, the Consul will 

laws and remember that every country has the right of enforcing its own 

criminal law and police regulations in its own ports and harbours, 
and that if any offence against such laws or regulations is com- 
mitted in such ports or harbours, on boai'd a British ship, the 
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offender is liable to be dealt with accordingly. In such cases the 
Consul's duty will be confined to seeing that the offender is fairly 
tried, and that justice is properly administered. If the laws or 
regulations of the place are in fsiult^ it will be a matter for 
representation to the British Minister in the country, or to Her 
Majesty's Secretary of State. 

180. In cases where the offence is one which is punishable both Offences 
by the law of the place as above mentioned, and also by British ?^S?^^^^ 
law as mentioned in paragraph 1 86, and where the local autho- local and by 
rities are willing to interfere if required by the Ck)nsul to do so, British law. 
but not otherwise, he will consider whether the ends of justice 

will be best met by calling for such interference or by sending the 
offender to tiial in some British Court of Justice. The questions 
he will have to consider are, — which is the speediest and most 
certain mode of obtaining justice, — ^which course is the best for 
the convenience of the ship and the witnesses, — and above all, 
whether the principles and practice of the Foreign Court can be 
relied on, and whether its proceedings and modes of punishment 
are such as would be considered proper and humane in this 
country. 

181. In any case in which, from whatever cause, any British Imprisonment 
seaman is committed to prison or otherwise punished in any "*foreJg» ports. 
Foreign country, the Consul will see that the place of confinement 

and mode of treatment is such as would, in this country, be con- 
sidered proper and humane ; if it is not he will report the case to 
the British Minister in the country, or to Her Majesty's Secretary 
of State. 

182. Subject to the exceptions mentioned above, the Consul will Except as 
remember that, according to well-established rules of international ^l>ove men- 
law, a British ship carries British law with her, and that all offences British ship

breaches of discipline in Foreign ports, as well as all matters 

arising out of the contract with the crew, are to be judged of by 
British law. In some Foreign countries the Local Courts of 
Justice will take notice of, and adjudicate upon, such contracts; 
but in these cases it is usual for such Foreign Courts to act, in the 
case of a British ship, not according to their own law, but accord- 
ing to British law, so far as the construction of the contract is 
concerned. Except in cases where the Consul cannot settle the 
matter otherwise, it is extremely undesirable that disputes be- 
tween the Masters and crews of British ships should be taken into 
Foreign Courts ; but whenever this is done, the principles above 
' mentioned should be adhered to. The Consul should explain the 
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British law ; and if this is not followed, he should report the 
case to the British Minister, or Her Majesty's Secretary of State. 
Britiih leamen 183. In cases where British seamen are employed in Foreign 
f*'^^®^. ships, the Consul will remember that in accordance with the

■hips. principles mentioned above, they are, whilst so employed, subject 

to the law of the country to which the ship belongs, and not to 
British law. If, therefore, the Consul is called upon to interfere 
in their behalf, he should, either in applying to the local autho- 
rities, or in taking any other steps that may be necessary, endea- 
vour to obtain the assistance of the Consul of the country to 
which the ship belongs. 

Naval Coubts. 

Cases for, and 184. The power of sunmioning these Courts is given to Consuls 
mode of sum- in the absence of any officer commanding one of Her Majesty's 
Co^f ' * Ships, and in cases where such an officer is at hand, the Consul 
S. 260. should, if he considers there is a case for a Naval Court, apply to 

such officer, or refer the parties to him. 

In judging whether the case is one which requires a Naval 
Court or not, the Consul must use his discretion. In cases of 
quarrels between the master and crew, he will not incur the 
trouble and expense of such a Court, when he thinks that the 
matter is a trifling one, or that it can be settled satisfactorily by 
his own arbitration. But if the general state of discipline in the 
ship is very bad, or if the charges made involve important nautical 
questions, or if powers are necessary which the Consul alone 
cannot exercise, he will do well to summon a Naval Court ; and 
he will remember that the acts of such a Court, if in accordance 
with the Act of Parliament, will be recognised by British Courts 
of Law, whilst the powers of Consuls are extremely undefined, 
and their acts will frequently have no validity or effect in case of 
any subsequent legal proceedings. 

In cases where the removal of a Master or the compulsory dis- 
charge of any of the crew appears to be necessary, the Consul will 
almost always find it desirable to have recourse to a Naval Court.*

186. The Consul will, however, remember that^ subject to any Jurisdiction of 
special provisions made by Treaty, offences against the municipal ^^^^^f^ courts, 
law of any country, committed within the limits of that country, 

although committed on board a British ship, and by British 
subjects, whether they may be tried according to British law or 
not, are certainly liable to be tried by the courts and according to 
the law of that country. The Consul will also remember that 
persons committing offences on board a foreign ship, though 
British subjects, are liable to be tried by the law of the country 
to which the ship belongs. (See paragraphs 178 to 183.) 

187. Upon a complaint being made to the Consul of any offence Proceedings to 
against British law having been committed on the high seas, or (^nsuf^ ^ 

if without complaint he becomes aware of any serious offence 
having been committed on board a British ship, he may inquire 
into the case upon oath, and may summon witnesses before him 
for that purpose, and if there is evidence which in the opinion 
of the Consul is sufficient to substantiate the charge, he may 
send the offender to some place in the British dominions at which 
he can be tried. As prosecutions in such cases have often failed 
for want of observance of the requisite formalities, or for want of 
evidence, or for the want of a prosecutor, or of witnesses, and as 
sending home prisoners involves very serious expense, the Consul 
will be careful to observe the following rules. 

188. The Consul will not send home the offender at the public Offenders to be 
expense, unless the crime is murder, attempt to murder, piracy, ^^ava?^^^ 
slave trading, manslaughter, aggi'avated assault, wilful destruction cases only ;

with according to the Act. He will also point out to the Master 
how he is to be reimbursed. (See paragraph 195.) 

195. The Consul will take such means as may be in his power Offenders and 
for detaining the offender until he can be so sent as aforesaid, and J^pt^^the 
will, if necessary, maintain the witnesses until they can be sent ; meantime, 
and ho wiU also in matters of account, and in every other respect 

relating to offenders and witnesses so sent home, as far as the fore- 
going instructions and other circumstances permit, follow the same 
rules which are laid down for his guidance in the case of distressed 
seamen relieved and sent home by him. 

196. In certain cases depositions taken before Consuls are made Deposition 
receivable as evidence in British Courts of Justice, though it is g 270. "^ 
doubtful how for they can be relied on, and whether a jury would 

attach any weight to depositions taken in the absence of cross- 
examination, but in order that they should have any effect it is 
essential that all the requirements of the Act should be strictly 
complied with, and that the utmost possible care should be taken 
for that purpose ; and in receiving and forwarding the depositions 
with this object, the Consul should attend particularly to the 
following rules. 

197. The depositions should always be taken down in writing at Depositions, 
the time they are made, and when the examination of the witness taken. 

is concluded, should be read over and signed by him, and should 
be authenticated by the signature of the Consul. The deposition 
should be headed by a statement in writing, under the hand of 
the Consul, of the name and description of the deponent, and of 
the matter in which it is taken, including in criminal cases the 
name and description of the accused, and the charge made against 
him. The Consul should also state distinctly in writing that the 
deposition is made before him, and in criminal cases that it is made 
in the presence of the accused. 

198. When witnesses make a deposition, or give evidence in any Jf made in 
other language than English, it should be through a competent guageT 
interpreter, sworn to interpret truly, and the name of the inter- 
preter, and the fact that he was so sworn, should be stated on the 
deposition, and certified by the Consul. The examination should 
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liike place through the interpreter after he is sworn, and should 
be taken down by the Consul in English, and signed bj the inter- 
preter. 

199. Where the case involves a charge against any person, the 
examination should always take place in the presence of the 
accused. Each witness's evidence, when completed, should be 
distinctly read and explained to the accused in his own language^ 
and he should be told by the Consul that he may put any ques- 
tions he thinks proper to the witness, and that the substance of 
the questions and the answers will form part of the evidence. If 
he puts any questions, the questions and answers should be taken 
down in English, and form part of the examination. This also, 
when necessary, should be done through a sworn interpreter. 

200. The original depositions, and not copies, must in all cases 
be sent, and they must be sent at as early a period as possible. 
If the trial is to be in the United Kingdom^ they must be sent to 
the Board of Trade, with a letter stating the substance of the 
case. If elsewhere, the depositions will be sent accordingly.

Wrecks and Casualties. 

Notice of 201. There is no enactment or law expressly requiring Masters 

wrecks, losses, Qf British ships which have suffered wreck or damage to report to 

the Consul, but they will almost invariably do so for the purpose 

of making a protest, if not for the purpose of claiming assistance ; 

and even if they should not, the Consul will scarcely fail to be 

informed of the occurrence. 



Ck)n8al8 to give 
assistance. 



202. Whenever any British ship is wrecked, lost, or abandoned 
within the limits of the Consulate, it will be the Consul's duty to 
give every assistance in his power towards saving the lives of 
those on board, and preserving the property for the owners. The 
particular steps to be taken for this purpose will depend on the 
circumstances of each case, and on the powers which he may 
possess under treaties, or under the laws of the country in which 
he is acting. He will endeavour to obtain the assistance of the 
local authorities if necessary, and he will also endeavour to have 
that assistance rendered in such a shape and to such an exten^

and to Buch an extent only, as maj be for the interest of the 
owners or insurers. 

203. In countries where the British Consul is authorised by Interference 
treaty to interfere in matters of wreck and to claim wrecked pro- ^^^P^^ ^^ 
perty he will, so far as the treaty permits, require the local 
authorities to allow him to act accordingly, and to prevent the in- 
terference of improper and unauthorised persons. He will also 

demand the restitution of property saved, subject to salvage and 
other proper expenses. If any difficulty is thrown in his way, 
contary to the spirit of the treaty, he will represent the case to 
the British Minister or to Her Majesty's Secretary of State. 

204. K in cases of wreck or casualty the Master, or any Consul not to 
other competent officer of the ship, is present, the Consul will not, ^^^^^^ 
unless there is reason to suspect foul play, interfere with any agents, 
steps they may take for saving the ship or cargo, but will give 

such assistance as may be in his power. In like manner, if any 
other authorised agent of the owners is present, he will permit 
him to take the necessary steps, merely giving his assistance. 
The Consul will, however, on the one hand, consider himself 
bound to do whatever may be necessary with the local authorities, 
and will, on the other, require the Master or agent to pay any 
expenses which he (the Consul) has properly incurred. 

205. He will give all necessary assistance to the persons on Assistance to 
board the wrecked vessel. In cases of death he will endeavour bMffdwr(Mjked 
to ascertain their identity, will see that they are buried, and will vesseL 
report their names and description to the Board of Trade. The 

Consul's further duties in respect of the crews of shipwrecked 
vessels are mentioned in paragraphs 119; and 137. 

206. The Consul will give his best assistance in settling the Salvage ex- 
claims of salvors. The crew of the ship are not entitled, accord- P^"**®** 
ing to British law, to make any claim as salvors. The claims of 

other salvors at the place will be determined according to the law 
of the place. 

207. The Consul will notice that where the salvor^ whether a Voluntary 
person employed in Her Majesty's service or not, and the master ^^^f^* ^' 
of the ship saved, can agree between themselves for the purpose, S. 497. 
they may enter into an agreement, which will have the same 

effect as the bond mentioned, in paragraph 223 to be used 
in cases of salvage by Her Majesty's Ships. This agreement 
need not be entered into before the Consul, and he need not, 
necessarily, have anything to do with it ; but it is desirable that 
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he shonld be aware of the effect of such agreements, and should 
be able to point out to parties interested a mode of settling 
disputes, which may often prevent unnecessary detention and 
annoyance. 

Ckmfal.to claim 2O8. If parts of the ship or goods are washed on shore or other- 
^qJ^****^ wise found out of the custody of the master or crew, the Consul 
will, so far as he is able, daim and keep the goods for the owners 
or insurers or their agents; he will communicate with Lloyd's 
Agent, and will do his utmost to co-operate and act in harmony 
with him ; he will give to the owners notice of the wreck and of 
the goods in his possession, and will deliver or deal with them 
subject to the payment of proper fees and e2^)enses, as the lawM 
claimants may direct. 

Goods lost or 209. The Consul's duties with respect to wrecked goods, apply 

oamageda sea. ^^^ ^^j^ ^ vessels stranded within the bounds of the Consulate and 

their cargoes, but also to any portion of such ship or cargo which 

may be brought into the Consulate in consequence of any wreck 

or disaster at sea. 

Papers saved* 210. If any papers, such as charter parties, bills of lading, 
ships' articles, &c., are found, the Consul will collect them, and 
after marking them and keeping a note of them, will restore them 
to the owners. For this purpose the Consul may send them either 
to the Board of Trade or otherwise, as he thinks best. 

Communioa- 211. The Consul will, at the earliest opportunity, communicate 

terestedMTties. ^^V particulars relating to the wreck or damage of British Ships 
and their cargoes to the persons interested. This may be done 
either directly or through the Board of Trade, if the parties 
reside in this country, or in any other way the Consul may think 
best. 

Sale of wrecked 212. In cases in which wrecked property comes into the pos- 
^ ^' session of the Consul, and neither the Owner nor the Master nor 

any authorized agent can be found or communicated with, the 
Consul may, if the case requires it, sell the property, or such part 
of it as is perishable or not worth the ^pense of warehousing for 
the benefit of those interested ; but in such cases, neither the 
Consul nor those employed by him must be interested to any 
extent directly or indirectly in the purchase of the articles. If the 
lawful claimants cannot be found, and the property is not claimed 
by the Local Authorities, he will, after the expiration of a reason- 
able time sell the property, and remit the proceeds to the Board 
of Trade, to be dealt with as Droits of Admiralty. 
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213. The Consul will interpose bis good offices with the Local Admissioji of 

Authorities, to obtain the reduction or remission of duties on J"*^^ goods]

goods, which on account of shipwreck or jettison, it is necessary tiou. 

to sell in the countrj. In this be will be guided by the treaties, 

and will bear in mind that the principle adopted in this country, 

and which Her Majesty's Government would wish to see universally 

adopted, is that such goods should be admitted for consumption 

in the country where the wreck takes place, to the same extent 

and on the same terms as if they had been imported in a ship 

of that country. 

214. When cases of general average occasioned by jettison are General 
brought before the Consul, he will take all the means in his power *^®'*^®' 
to ascertain if the jettison was necessary, and the loss thereby 
occasioned real ; and if he has any reason to suppose that any 

fraud or improper act has been committed by the Captain or crew 
to the injury of the Owners, or Insurers of the ship or cargo, he 
will take steps to inform them, and to enable them to procure the 
requisite evidence. He will also report the case to the Board of 
Trade, sending the depositions or other evidence in manner men- 
tioned in paragraph 200. 

216. Fees to be charged by the Consul for services in respect Fees and 
of wreck or damage are those mentioned in paragraph 254 and ^^wSces 
Appendices B. and S., Part 2 (Tables of Consular Fees) : no B. and S. 
other charge is to be made except for expenses actually incurred, 

216. The Consul's duties with regard to the Certificate of Certificate of 
Registry of a British ship which is lost, are mentioned in Registry, 
paragraph 12. 

217. The Consul's duties in respect of summoning a Naval Summoning a 
Court to inquire into the circumstances attending a wreck are ^^^^ Court. 
set forth in the Instructions relating to Naval Courts. 

218. In addition to the above, the Consul will in every case, xjpon every 
when it comes to his knowledge that' any British ship has been wreck, &c., 
wrecked, lost, or seriously damaged, and where he does not think J^af to^Board 
it necessary to summon a Naval Court, or has not the power of so of Trade, 
doing, report the circumstances to the Board of Trade, stating 

what, in his opinion, was the cause of the casualty, with any other 
matters he may think important. He will be especially careful to 
report any circumstances showing fraud, negligence, or miscon- 
duct on the part of the Master or Ofl&cers. This report should 
either be made upon or accompany the Form Wr. 1 described in Form Wr. i. 
paragraphs 228, &c. 
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Salvage by Her Miqeety's Ships. 

General olject 210. In order to prevent needless detention of the ships or pro- 
me^*****^^ perty saved, and at the same time to ensure due satisfiiiction of the 
chums of the Salvors, provisicm is made for releasing the lien of 
the Salvors upon due security being given, of which the Consul 
will in certain cases have to judge. The practice will be as 
follows : 

Salvors to take 220. If anj of Her Majesty's ships, or any of the crews of such 
"wethm • s^pSj render salvage service to a merchant ship at any place out of 
a Ck>iisDL the United Kingdom and the four seas adjoining thereto, then, 

S. 486. unless the parties can agree between themselves in manner men- 

tioned in paragraph 207, the Salvor must, instead of retaining 
possession until the claim is settled, take the ship to some foreign 
port, where there is a Consul, or to some British port where there 
is a Vice-Admiralty judge. In so doing the Salvor will, so jfor 
as his primary duty to the Queen's service permits, be guided by 
the convenience of the ship saved. 

Salvor and 221. Within twenty-four hours after the ship's arrival the 

f^if h Consol ^^^^ ^^^ *^® master of the saved ship must each deliver to the 
irith itatonent Consul a statement verified on oath. The salvor's statement must 
S' 486. ccmtain the following particulars : — 

(a.) The place, condition, and circumstances in which the saved 
ship, cargo, or property was at the time when the services were 
rendered for which salvage is claimed : 

(b,) The nature and duration of the services rendered : 

(c.) The proportion of the value of the said ship, cargo, and 
property, and of the freight which he claims for salvage, or the 
values at which he estimates the said ship, freight, cargo, and 
property respectively, and the several amounts that he claims for 
salvage in respect of the same : 

(d,) Any other circumstances he thinks relevant to the claim. 

The master's statement must contain the following particulars, 
viz.: — 

(a.) The place, condition, and circumstances in which the said 
ship, cargo, or property was at the time when the services were 
rendered for which salvage is claimed : 

(b.) The nature and durafion of the services rendered ; 

(c.) A copy of the certificate of registry of the said ship, and 
of the indorsements thereon, stating any change which (to the 
master's knowledge or belief) has occurred in the particulars 
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contained in such certificate ; and stating also, to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, the state of the title to the ship for the time 
being, and of the incumbrances and certificates of mortgage or 
sale, if anj, affecting the same, and the names and places of 
business of the owners and incumbrancers : 

(d.) Hie name and place of business or residence of the 
freighter, if any, of the ship, and the ^c&ght to be paid for the 
voyage she la then on : 

(e.) A general account of the quantity and nature of the cargo 
at the time the salvage services were rendered : 

(yi) The name and place of business or residence of the owner 
of such cargo, and the consignee thereof : 

(g.) The values at which the master estimates the ship, cargo, 
and property, and the freight respectively, or, if he thinks fit, in 
lieu of such estimated value of the cargo, a copy of the ship's 
manifest : 

(A.) The amounts which the master thinks should be paid as 
salvage for the services rendered : 

(«.) An accurate list of the property sared in cases where the 
ship is not saved : 

(A.) An account of the proceeds of the sale of the ship, cargo, 
or property, in cases where the same or any of them are sold at 
the port : 

(/.) The number, capacities, and condition of the crew of the 
ship at the time the services were rendered : 

(m.) Any other circumstances he thinks relevant to the matters 
in question ; 

(n.) A statement of his willingness to execute a bond in the 
form in the table marked W. in the schedule of the Act, in such Form W. in 
amount as the Consul may ^. ® 

If the parties are unable to give all the above particulars, the 
reason for omitting any of them should be stated. 

222. Upon receiving these statements the Consul will carefully Consul to 
consider them and proceed (within four days if possible) to fix the i,Jnd?^^ ^ 
amount to be inserted in the Bond. This amount should include S. 4S7. 
the sum which the Consul thinks sufficient to answer the demand 
for the Salvage services rendered. In fixing this sum the Consul 
should remember that it should cover the amount of the claim, 
provided that it does not exceed one half of the value which, in 
his estimation, the property saved is worth ; and that he should 
be guided, as far as he has the means and knowledge, by the 
Rules which ordinarily guide Admiralty Courts in such cases. 
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He should also bear in mind that no claim can ever be made in 
respect of any loss cs: risk to a Queen's ship or her stores. 

If he requires additional inf<»maiion he may examine the 
parties or witnesses upon oath or aflirmation. In such case the 
eyidence is to be taken in writing, and to be attached to or ac- 
company the statements. If either party fails to make his state- 
ment, the Consul may proceed ex partem but he should not, except 
in a pressing case, do so without giving notice ; and if the ship or 
property saved is to be sold, he should allow a reasonable time for 
the purpose of giving the particulars of the sale ; he has no power 
in any case to require the cargo to be unladen. 

The amount to be inserted in the Bond should also include a 
sum of 150/. or thereabouts for costs. 

228. When the Consul has determined the amount, he will give 
notice to the parties, and wiU cause a bond to be prepared in the 
form marked W. in the schedule to the Act, and will see that 
it is properly filled up with the partieulai*s as given to him, and 
with the sum which he has determined. If the parties wish that 
the case should be adjudicated on in any Vice-Admiralty Court 
in the British dominions, the name of the Court and the place for 
which it acts is to be inserted in the bond. If not, the High 
Court of Admiralty in England will be the Court to adjudicate 
upon it. This bond must bo executed by the master in the pre- 
sence of the Consul, and must be attested by bun. The Consul 
will then deliver it to the Salvor, and thereupon the lien of the 
Salvor on the property will cease, and his remedy will be upon the 
bond. 

224. If, however, the ship or property saved is owned by per- 
sons who reside in any foreign country, such additional security 
must be given as the Consul may approve. For this purpose it 
will be his duty to see that the persons giving the security are 
solvent persons, and that the security is one which is capable of 
being enforced in a British court of justice. This security may 
be in the form in Appendix T., or to a like effect. This 
bond, when executed and attested, must be given to the Consul, 
or, if the Salvor so desires, must be placed in the joint pos- 
session of the Consul, and any other person whom the Salvor 
appoints for the purpose, to be afterwards dealt with as the Court 
which shall adjudicate upon it may direct. 

225. The Consul will, by the first post, transmit the original 
statements and documents relating to the matter, together with 
a copy of the bond, certified by him to be a true copy, to the 
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Begistrar of the High Court of Admiralty in England ; or, if it is 
to be adjudicated upon in any Vice- Admiralty Court, to the Judge 
of such Court. 



Salvage of Life* 

226. By the 458th and 4o9th sections of the ** Merchant Pars. 
Shipping Act, 1854," it is enacted as follows : S. 458. 

** 458. In the following cases ; (that is to say,) 

" Whenever any Ship or Boat is stranded. Or otherwise in Salvage in 

respect of life 
*< Distress on the Shore of any Sea or Tidal Water situate 

<* within the Limits of the United Kingdom, and Services 

** are rendered by any Person : 

^' (1) In assisting such Ship or Boat ; 

" (2) In saving the Lives of the Persons belonging to such Services 
« Of -D i. rendered in 

" Ship or Boat; the United 

^' (3) In saving the Cargo or Apparel of such Ship or Boat ^'"gdom. 

" or any Portion thereof ; 

*' And whenever any Wreck is saved by any Person other 
** than a Receiver within the United Kingdom ; 

<* There shall be payable by the Owners of such Ship or Boat, 

" Cargo, Apparel, or Wreck, to the Person by whom such Services 

** or any of them are rendered or by whom such Wreck is saved 

" a reasonable Amount of Salvage, together with all Expenses 

^ properly incurred by him in the Performance of such Services, 

" or the saving of such Wreck, the Amount of such Salvage and 

^* Expenses (which Expenses are herein-after included under the 

" Term ' Salvage ') to be determined in case of dispute in manner 

" herein-after mentioned. 

** 459. Salvage in respect of the Preservation of the Life or S. 459. 
'* Lives of any Person or Persons belonging to any such Ship or Salvage for 
" Boat as aforesaid shall be payable by the Owners of the Ship paid™yBoard 
" or Boat in priority to all other claims for Salvage ; and in cases of Trade out 
" where such Ship or Boat is destroyed, or where the Value Marine^nd 
^ thereof is insufficient, after Payment of the actual Expenses 
'* incurred to pay the Amount of Salvage due in respect of any 
" Life or Lives, the Board of Trade may in its Discretion award 
•• to the Salvors of such Life or Lives out of the Mercantile 
*' Marine Fund such Sum or Sums as it deems fit, in whole or 
R 1325. E 
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<' part Satisfaction of any Amount of Salvage so left unpaid in 
" respect of such Life or Lives/' 
By the 9th section of the *' Admu^ty Court Act, 1861,"— 
" All the Provisions of the * Merchant Shipping Act, 1854,' 
" in regard to Salvage of Life from any Ship or Boat within the 
<< Limits of the United Kingdom shall he extended to the Salvage 
'* of Life from any British Ship or Boat wheresoever the Ser- 
** vices may have been rendered, and from any Foreign Ship or 
** Boat where the Services have been rendered either wholly or 
" in part in British waters." . 

The principle that claims in respect of salvage of life take 
priority of all salvage claims against wrecked property saved is 
thus extended to British ships wrecked abroad, and it will be the 
duty of the Consul, as far as possible, to see that this principle is 
fully carried out in all cases in which property or life is saved 
within limits of his district.

227. To enable the Board of Trade to comply with an order of 
the House of Commons for a Return of Wrecks and Casualties 
abroad, to be presented annually with the Return of Wrecks 
on the Coasts of the United Kingdom, it will be necessary 
for the Board to obtain detailed information respecting wrecks 
abroad. 

228. The Consul is therefore requested, in every case where, 
whether from the landing of either a shipwrecked crew or seaman 
of a Bntish vessel within the district of the Consulate or 
neighbouring sea, or in any other way, he learns that a British 
vessel has been in distress, or wrecked, or damaged, either on 
the coasts within the district of the Consulate, or at sea, to 
fill up and forward to the Board of Trade Returns on Form 
Wr. 1. 

229. This Form has been divided into the following nine classes, 
viz. : — 

Wr. l\ Collisions, on the Coasts of the United Kingdom. 

Wr. 1^. Do. abroad. 

Wr. l^. Founderings after leaving a Port in the United Kingdom.

He should, however, remember that he has no 
power to demand such information from Foreigners, and that he 
can only obtain it by their courtesy. 

Whenever a British vessel which has loaded at or last sailed 
from a port in the Consul's district is lost or missing on the 
voyage, the Consul should furnish, on the appropriate form, 
Wr. 1, all available particulars relating to the vessel's condition on 
leaving port, the nature, quantity, and stowage of the cargo, and 
any other information which the Consul may think relevant to 
the case or to the loss of the vessel. 

The classification employed in the compilation of the Wreck 
Register, as shown in the statement in Appendix U., should be Appendix U. 
strictly adhered to in all cases. 

The nature, place, &c. of the Wreck or Casualty must be the 
guide to the Officer for the Form to be used. 

Careful attention is requested to the rules and notes which will 
be found upon the forms. 

230. It is very important that the information required should The Return

in any particular its value will be materially diminished. 

The questions on the Form Wr. 1, if fully and intelligently 
answered, will generally exhaust all matters of interest in the case, 
but the Consul should also insert, in the proper columns of the 
Form, his opinion as to the cause of the casualty, and how it might 
have been avoided, and should state, either on the form or sepa- 
rately, any matters connected with the casualty which may appear 
to him to be of importance (see paragraphs 218 and 236). He should 
also state whether a Naval Court has been or is likely to be held, 
and, if not, the reasons why it has been dispensed with. He should 
also state how the crew have been disposed of, so that the Board 
may know what evidence would be available in the event of in- 
quiry in this country being considered necessary. Care should, 
however, be taken to select the Form Wr. 1 appropriate to the 
casualty to be reported, for the questions on each form are specially

1 are obtained only for departmental pur- 
poses, and in no case are copies of such documents to be furnished 
to the public. 

232. As the rendering of these Returns will enitail some addi- 
tional labour, the Board of Trade have decided, with the concur- 
rence of the Lords Commissionei's of Her Majesty's Treasury, and 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, that for each complete 
Casualty Return transmitted to the Board of Trade by Her 
Majesty's Consuls an allowance of five shillings {5s.) will be made, 
but the Consul will not be allowed traveUing expenses incurred 
either by himself or his agent in obtaining information respecting 
casualties, unless there is primd facie evidence that a naval court 
should be held in the case, or he has reason to believe that evidence 
of importance to the public will be lost unless inquiry be made 
on the spot at once. 

In all other cases the information necessary to fill up the Form 
Wr. 1 should be obtained if possible without such expense, but if 
this is impossible the Consul should report the movements of the 
Master and other witnesses, so that the information may be obtained 
from them as soon as they arrive at a port. When they are pro- 
ceeding to the United Kingdom, the report should be made to 
the Board of Trade ; when to another foreign port, to the Consul 
at that port ; when to a colonial port, to the Shipping Master, 

233. The allowance for Returns and the travelling expenses 
should be charged as a separate item in the Consul's Quarterly 
Account current with the Board of Trade.

No other fees or remuneration are to be received by the Consul, 
except as above, for any signature or other matter done by him in 
pursuance of these instructions.

All moneys received and 
paid by him in sterling on account of the Board of Trade are to 
be converted into currency at the rates of exchange in force for 
bills at 3 days' sight on England, on the dates of each such receipt 
and payment, the rates of exchange being stated on each voucher.

279. The Money Order is then to be written out and deUvered 
to the Seaman, and the Consul is to transmit the Form of Appli- 
cation and Advice to the Board of Trade by the same TngMs post, 
if there is a daily post from the Port, or if not, by the first post 
following. 

280. Should the Consul find it necessary to cancel any Money 
Order the Form of Advice rektiiig to it should be transmitted 
with the Form of Advice relating to the next Order issued, so 
that the Board of Ti-ade may be aware of the miscamage of any 
Form of Advice.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

286. Li all cases where the Consul is by these instructions re- 
quired to transmit documents or reports to the Board of Trade, 
he will observe the same rules which are laid down for his guid- 
ance as to correspondence with the department of Her Majesty's 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs in the memorandum fcmning 
Annex 28 of the general instructions, with the following excep- 
tions s — 

Communications from the Board of Trade on ordinary matters 
of account and other matters of routine, if requiring no answer, 
need not be specially acknowledged. 
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Communications to the Board of Trade on matters to which tl4K 
foregoing instructions relate, aad also communications containing 
intdligence concerning the British Mercantile Marine which are 
intended for communication to Lloyd's Committee or other in- 
terested parties, are to be addressed to the Assistant Secretary, 
Marine Department, Board of Trade. They are, however, to bo ' 
sent under flying seal to the Secretary of State for Foreign Affiiirs^ 
to whom the Consul will, in his covering despatch, report succinctly 
the nature and subject of the communication. 

The conrespondence with the Board of Trade is to be treated as 
forming a distinct series, and is to be numbered with a distinct 
set of numbers accordingly. 



MISCELLANEOUS- 



287. The present instructions do not embrace the points Passenger 
specially provided for in those Acts which relate to the carriage of ®^*P^* 
passengers. But it will generally happen that where passengers 

have reason to complain, the Consul will have the means of in- 
terfering in some one or other of the ways pointed out. above. If 
not, he will act according to the best of his power in the matter, 
and will, if necessary, report the case to the Board of Trade. In 
dealing with the cases in which passengers are concerned, he will 
have regard to the provisions of the Acts specially relating to 
passengers, and also to the fourth part of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1854, 

288. In case of ships being detained or arrested by any Foreign Detention of 
authority, the Consul will employ all suitable means for obtaining authoi^es^^ 
their release and indemnity if the case requires it ; and in the 
meanwhile, whatever is in his power to insure safety and order on 

board. He will inform the British Minister in the country and 
Her Majesty's Secretary of State of the occurrence. 

280* The law does not permit a Master, without special autiiOi- l?ower of mas- 
rity from the Owner, to sell his ship, except in cases of the most ^^p^ 
urgent necesdty. In such cases, the Master, to secure himself, 
should procure from the Consul a verificatidn of the &cts.

290. The Consul will forwai'd to the Secretary to the Admi- 
ralty and to the Secretary to the Board of Trade the wiginal 
notices of new Lights, Beacons, or Buoys ; and of all alterations in 
existing Lights, Beacons, or Buoys ; and of all Eocks, Shoals aiid 
other Impediments to Navigation, discovered in or near the Limits 
of his Consulate, or in or on the neighbouring Seas of- Coasts ; 
and of other matters affecting Navigation. 

The Notice should be forwarded in its ori^nal Language, 
accompanied by an exact and careful Translation. 

Particular attention should be paid to the spelling and writing 
of proper names, and all numbers should not only be expressed in 
figures, but should also be written in words, c.^., " 45® (forty-five 
degrees)." It is essential that all Notices of thi§ description 
should be sent both to the Admimlty and to the Board of Trade 
with the least possible delay. 

291. If the Consul learns that any Master has lost or endan- 
gered his ship, or the lives of the passengers or crew, by iucora- 
petency or misconduct, or has been guilty of fraudulent practices 
towards his Owners or Employers, or towards Insurers, or has 
been guilty of gross tyranny towards any of his passengers or 
crew, or has otherwise grossly misconducted himself, or shown 
himself incompetent to command a ship, and it is not possible or 
expedient to settle the matter on the spot by the intervention of a 
Naval Court, or otherwise to deal with it under any special direc- 
tions contained in these Instructions, the Consul will report the 
case to the Board of Trade, giving such information as may facili- 
tate the tracing of witnesses, and the prosecution of an inquiry on 
the return of the Master to this country. 

292. The Consul will do his utmost to ascertain all particulars 
concerning Piracies committed on the seas near his Consulate, and 
wiU communicate with Masters of British Ships so as to enable 
them to avoid danger, and with any of Her Majesty's Cruisers on 
the station, so as to enable them to seek for and capture the 
pirates. He will also report all such cases to Her Majesty's 
Secretary of State. 

293. In all cases in which the Consul makes wiy report con- 
cerning a British ship, he will mention the name of the Port of 
Registry wid the ofilcial number ; an4 in all cases in which he 
makes any report conoen^ing a Master or Mate, he will state tjic 
number of his certificate, stathig whether it is <^ Certificato of 
Competency or of Service.

West Coast of Aprica-*-Pa88KS for Small Vbssbls. 

It has been represented that British owners of small unregis- 
tered vessels or launches trading «n the West Coast of Africa 
and along the coast of Zanzibar are subjected to inconvenience 
arising from their liability to detention by Her Majesty's Ships 
on account of their carrying the British Flag without a British 
Register. Her Majesty's Secretary of State has therefore been 
pleased to approve of the following r^ulations, prepared by the 
Board of Trade, according to which Her Majesty's Consuls at 
places on the West Coast of Africa and at Zanzibar are autho- 
rised to grant Certificates of British ownership, on certain con- 
ditions, to the class of vessels referred to, which will be recognised 
as Passes by Her Majesty's naval officers on that station : 

a. The Certificate or Pass is not to be granted by a Consul to 

any vessel or vessels except to such as by reason of their 
never visiting a Port of Registry cannot obtain a proper 
Certificate of Registry. 

b. Before issuing any such Certificate or Pass the Consul is to 

satisfy him self, by such evidence as he may be able to 
procure, that the vessel is British owned, and lawfully 
employed.

Agreement between the British and German Governments 
for the Mutual Relief of Distressed Seamen. 

Signed at London, May 27, 1879. 

The Government of Her Majesty the Queen of the United

Orders : And whereas it has seemed expedient to theii* Lordships, 
by virtue of the powers in this behalf by the said Acts or otherwise 
in them vested, to make a further Order touching the disease in 
the said recited Orders mentioned : 

Now, therefore, the Lords of Her Majesty's most Honourable 
Privy Council do, by virtue of the aforesaid powers, order, and it 
is hereby ordered, as follows : 

1. No master of any ship in which, daring the voyage and 
before the arrival thereof at any port of the United Kingdom, any 
person has been attacked with or died of cholera shall bring -his 
ship into any such port until he has destroyed the clothing and 
bedding of all persons who shall so have died or had an attack of 
cholera on board such vessel during such voyage. 

2. In this Order the term " ship " includes vessel or boat. 

The term " master " includes the officer or person for the time 

being in charge or command of a ship. 
The term *' cholera " includes choleraic diarrhoea. 

3. The terms '< clothing and bedding" mean and include all 
clothing and bedding in actual use and worn or used by the person 
attacked as aforesaid at the time of and during such attack. 

4. Every person offending against this Order shall be liable, on 
summary conviction, to a penalty not exceeding twenty pounds. 

5. The Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury are to 
give the necessary directions herein accordingly.

Births and Deaths Registration Act, 1874. 

Sect. 37. The proTisions of this Act, save as is herein expressly Registration 
provided, shall not apply to the registration of births and deaths ^^ births and 
on board a vessel at sea, with respect to which the following 
provisions shall have effect : 

(1.) The Captain or Master of or other person having the 
command or charge of a British ship shall, as soon as 
may be after the occurrence of the birth of a child 
or the death of a person on board such ship, record in 
his log book or otherwise the fact of such birth or death, 
and the particulars required by the fourth schedule to 
this Act to be registered concerning such birth or 
death, or such of them as may be known to him, and 
shall, (unless the ship is one of Her Majesty's ships,) 
upon the arrival of such ship at any port of the United 
Kingdom, or at such other time or place as the Board 
of Trade may from time to time with respect to any 
ship or class of ships direct, deliver or send in such form 
and manner as the Board of Trade may from time to 
time direct, a return of the facts so recorded to the 
Eegistrar General of Shipping and Seamen. 
(2.) Where a ship which is not a British ship carries passengers 
to or from any port of the United Kingdom as the port of 
destination or the port of departure of such ship, the 
provisions of this section shall apply to the Captain or 
Master of or other person having the command or charge 
of such ship, in like manner as if it were a British ship. 
(3.) Where the said return is directed by the Board of Trade 
(whether the ship is British or foreign) to be delivered 
upon the arrival of the ship, or the discharge of the crew, 
or otherwise, at any port or place out of the United 
Kingdom, the Board of Trade may, if they think fit, 
direct that the return, instead of being delivered to the 
Registrar General of Shipping and Seamen, shall be 
delivered, and the same shall accordingly be delivered, if 
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such port or place is within Her Majesty's dominions, to 
the shipping master or collector of customs at such port 
or place, and if it is a foreign port or place, to the 
principal British consular officer at the said foreign port 
or place, and such shipping master, collector, or officer 
shall send the same, as soon as may be, by post or other- 
wise, to the Registrar General of Shipping and Seamen. 

(4.) Where it appears from any such return that the father 
of any child so bom, or if the child is* a bastard the 
mother of such child, was a Scotch or Irish subject of 
Her Majesty, or that any person whose death is mentioned 
in such return was a Scotch or Irish subject of Her 
Majesty, the Registrar General of Shipping and Seamen 
shall from time to time send a certified copy of so much of 
the return as relates to such birth or death to the Regis- 
trar General of Births and Deaths in Scotland or Ireland, 
as the case may require. 

(5.) The Registrar General of Shipping and Seamen shall from 
time to time send to the Registrar Greneral of Births and 
Deaths in England a certified copy of every other such 
return, or of that part of every such return which is not 
so sent to the Registrar General of Births and Deaths in 
Scotland or Ireland. 

(6.) A Captain of or other person having charge of one of Her 
Majesty's ships shall, upon the arrival of any such ship 
in any port of the United Kingdom, or at such other time 
as the Commissioners of the Admiralty may from time to 
time direct, deliver or send, in such manner and form as 
the said Commissioners may from time to time direct a 
return of the facts recorded in pursuance of this section to 
that Registrar General of Births and Deaths to whom a 
copy of such return would, if the ship were a merchant 
ship, be sent under the provisions of this section by the 
Registrar General of Shipping and Seamen. 

(7.) Every Registrar General of Births and Deaths to whom a 
copy of any return or a return is sent in pursuance of 
this section shall cause the same to be filed and preserved 
in or copied in a book to be kept by him for the purpose, 
and to be called a marine register book, and such book 
shall be deemed to be a certified copy of a register book 
within the meaning of the Acts relating to the registra- 
tion of births and deaths in England, Scotland, and 
Ireland respectively. 
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(8.) Every Captain or Master of or other person having charge 
of a ship who fails to comply with this section shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding five pounds for each 
offence ; and such penalty may be recovered in the same • 
courts and places and in the like manner, and when 
recovered shall be applied in like manner, as a penalty 
under the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854. 

(9.) This section shall extend to all places and persons within 
British jurisdiction. 

(10.) Terms in this section shall have the same meaning as in 
the Merchant Shipping Act, 1 854. 

Sect. 54. The Acts specified in the fifth schedule to this Act are Repeal of Acts 
hereby repealed, from and after the commencement of this Act, to ^° schedule, 
the extent specified in the third column of that schedule.

lency their acceptance of the offer of the French Government to

British, Swedish, or Foreign Territory. — July-November^ 
1868.

The undersignetl, &c. having learnt from Baron Hochschild, 
&c. that the Swedish Government are desirous to come to an 
understanding with Her Majesty's Government regarding the 
dispositions to be taken in regard to the property of deceased 
seamen of the two nations, has now the honour to communicate 
to Baron Hochschild the following arrangement, which he trusts 
may meet the views of the Swediish Grovernment, but which is now 
proposed on the understanding that it shall be considered reciprocal 
as regards both Governments. 

So far as the effects of deceased seamen serving in the Royal 
Navies are concerned, the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
have notified to the undersigned that in the case of a Swedish or 
other foreign seaman serving in a foreign navy and dying in 
British territory, or in a British hospital, their Lordships are 
prepared to hand over his effects to the representative or Govern- 
ment of his nation on condition of reciprocal treatment as regards 
the effects of British seamen in Her Majesty's Navy dying in 
Swedish or other foreign territory or hospitals. 

The Lords of the Admiralty regret that they are unable to 
extend this arrangement to meet the case, supposing one to arise, 
of a foreign seaman having served in Her Britannic Majesty's 
Navy leaving at his decease assets payable by the Board of 
Admiralty, as an existing Act of Parliament * renders it illegal so 
to dispose of property accrued to a deceased seaman in respect of 
such service. 

In the case, however, where the deceased seamen belonged to 
the Merchant Service, the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council 
for Trade will be prepard to hand over to the Swedish Mission, 
or to such other authority as may be indicated by the Swedish 
Government, without probate or letters of administration, the 
money and effects of Swedish seamen when the value does not

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exceed 50/., which may have been delivered to the Board of Trade 
under the provisions of the Merchant Shipping Act. 

The arrangement thus proposed will apply in the case of the 
Merchant Navy to the property of deceased seamen as above set 
forth, whether those seamen died on shipboaid or within the 
territories of the respective Sovereigns. 

The undersigned, in now communicating to Baron Hochschild 
the terms of the arrangement thus proposed, has only to add tha*^ 
so far as this country is concerned it will come into operation as 
soon as the concurrence of the Swedish Government is pbtified to 
Her Majesty's Government.

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DECLARA.TION between Gbbat Britain and Denmark, relative 
to the Disposal of the Estates of Deceased Seamen of 
the two Nations.— Signed at London, April II, 1877. 

The Grovernment of Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and the Government of His 
Majesty the King of Denmark, being desirous to make arrange- 
ments as to the disposal of the estates of deceased seamen of the 
two nations in certain cases, the undersigned, duly authorised to 
that effect, have agreed as follows :— 

Article I. 

K any British seaman dies on board a Danish ship, or whilst 
serving on board a Danish ship within Danish territory; or if, on 
the other hand, any Danish seaman dies on board a British vessel, 
or whilst serving on board a British vessel within British territory, 
the Grovernments of Denmark and of Great Britain respectively 
shall provide as far as possible for the protection, without loss or 
injury, of any estate belonging to such deceased seaman. 

In the case of a British seaman dying as aforesaid, the Danish 
Government shall cause the estate, if not exceeding 50/. in value, 
to be delivered, as soon as possible after the decease, to the British 
Consul at the Danish port where the decease occurs ; or if the 
decease does not occur at a Danish port, but on Danish territory, 
to the British Consul nearest to the place where such decease 
occurs, or where the estate may be ; or if such decease occurs at 
sea on board a Danish vessel, to the British Consul at the first 
Danish port at which the vessel arrives after such decease. 

In the case of a Danish seaman dying, as aforesaid, his estate, 
if not exceeding 50/. in value, shall, subject to the provision con- 
tained in Article II., be delivered by the British Government, as 
soon as possible, to the Danish Consul of the district to which 
the vessel may belong. 

When the estate exceeds 50/. in value, in the event of there 
being no person at hand who, within the period of six months, 
proves to be rightfully entitled to administer to the estate of the 
deceased seaman, the Consuls-General or Consuls of either State 
in whose jurisdiction such decease shall take place, shall, subject 
to the prorision contained in Article II., have the power to take 
possession of and administer to the estate of such deceased seaman. 
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If any British seaman, whilst serving on board a Danish ship, 
dies within British territory ; or if, on the other hand, any Panish 
seaman, whilst serving on board a British ship, dies within Danish 
territory, — then the estate (if any) belonging to such deceased 
seaman shall, after deducting the expenses incurred, be paid over 
to the nearest Consul of the nation to which the ship belongs, in 
order that he may cause it to be, under observation of the afore- 
said regulations, delivered to the competent authority in the 
country of the deceased seaman. 

In the event of a seaman of one nation serving on board a ship 
of the other nation, and dying in the territory of a third nation, 
any estate of such deceased seaman (which may have been 
received by the Consul at the port where such death may have 
taken place of the nation to which the ship belongs) shall, after 
deducting the expenses incurred, be paid over to the Consul of the 
other nation at the same port. 

In cases where a deceased seaman has signed articles either as a 
Danish or as a British subject, as the case may be, but the 
Government into whose possession his estate comes is not satisfied 
of- his nationality, that Government shall equally protect his 
■estate and shall send an account of it, and its value, and of all 
information in the possession of that Government relating to the 
deceased, to the other Government as soon as possible, and shall 
deliver the estate to the other Government immediately on 
receiving its assurance that there is no doubt that the deceased 
was a subject of it. 

Article II. 

If the deceased shall have served in the Royal Navy of Great 
Britain, any assets which may be payable by the British Admiralty 
shall be dealt with according to the law of Great Britain. 

Article III. 

The term " seaman " in this Declaration includes every person 
(except masters and pilots) employed or engaged in any capacity 
on board any merchant ship, or who has been so employed or 
engaged within six months before his death, and every person

DsoLABATiON between Great Britain and Italy relative to the 
Disposal of the Estates of Deceased Seamen of the two 
Nations. — Signed at London, April 17, 1877. 

The Government of Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and the Government of 
His Majesty the King of Italy, being desirous to make arrange- 
ments as to the disposal of the property of deceased seamen of the 
two nations in certain cases, the undersigned, duly authorised to 
that effect, have agreed as follows : — 

Article I, 

If any British seaman dies on board an Italian ship, or whilst 
serving on board an Italian ship within Italian territory ; or i^ on 
the other hand, any Italian seaman dies on boaf d a British vessel, 
or whilst serving on board a British vessel within British territory, 
the Governments of Italy and of Great Britain respectively shall 
provide as far as possible for the protection, without loss or injury, 
of any money or effects belonging to such deceased seaman. 

In the case of a British seaman dying as aforesaid, the Italian 
Government shall cause the property, if not exceeding 50/. in 
value, to be delivered, as soon as possible after the decease, to the 
British Consul at the Italian port where the decease occurs ; or if 
the decease does not occur at an Italian port, but on Italian 
territory, to the British Consul nearest to the place where such 
decease occurs, or where the property may be ; or if such decease 
occurs at sea on board an Italian vessel, to the British Consul at 
the first Italian port at which the vessel arrives after such decease. 
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In the case of an Italian seaman dying as aforesaid, his pro- 
perty, if not exceeding 50/. in value, shall, subject to the provision 
contained in Article II., be delivered, as soon as possible after the 
decease, to the Italian Consul at the British port where the 
decease occurs ; or if the decease does not occur at a British port 
but on British territory, to the Italian Consul nearest to the place 
where such decease occurs, or where the property may be ; or if 
such decease occurs at sea on board a British vessel, to the Italian 
Consul at the first British port at which the vessel arrives after 
such decease. 

When the property exceeds 50/. in value it shall, subject to the 
provision contained in Ai'ticle II., be paid to the legal represen- 
tative of the deceased according to the law of the nation of the 
ship or territory where the property is at the time of the decease. 

In cases where a deceased seaman has signed articles either as 
an Italian or as a British subject, as the case may be, but the 
Government into whose possession his effects come is not satisfied 
of his nationality, that Grovernment shall equally protect his pro- 
perty, and shall send an account of it, and its value, and of all 
information in the possession of that Government relating to the 
deceased, to the other Government as soon as possible, and shall 
deliver the property to the other Government immediately on 
receiving its assurance that there is no doubt that the deceased 
was a subject of it. 

Article II. 

If the deceased shall have served in the Royal Navy of Great 
Britain, any assets which may be payable by the British Admiralty 
shall be dealt with according to the law of Great Britain. 



Article III. 

The term " seaman " in this Declaration includes every person 
(except masters and pilots) employed or engaged in any capacity 
on board any merchant-ship, or who has been so employed or 
engaged within six months before his death, and every person

Deglabation between Gbeat Bbitaix and Russia relative to the 
Disposal of the Estates of Deceased Seamen of the Two 
Nations. 

Signed at Londony August 9, 1880. 

The Government of Her Majesty the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and the Government of 
His Majesty the Emperor of all the Russias, having judged it 
expedient to make arrangements for the disposal of the estates of 
seamen, being subjects of the one State, who shall die on board a 
ship or on the territory of the other State, have agreed as 
follows : — 

Abticle I. 

The estate of any Russian or Finnish seaman who shall die, 
either on board a British ship or at any place within British 
territory, shall, if not exceeding fifty pounds sterliug (50/.) in 
value, be delivered to the Russian Consul-General in London 
without being subject to any of the formalities usually required by 
English law on succession to propeity. 

On the other hand, the estate of any British seaman who shall 
die, either on board a Russian or Finnish ship, or within Russian 
territory, if not exceeding three hundred and fifty silver roubles 
(350 roubles) shall be delivered to the nearest British Consul 
without undergoing any of the forms usually required by Russii^ 
or Finnish law on succession to property. 

Article II. 

If the deceased, a Russian subject, shall have sei^ved in the 
Royal Navy of Great Britain, any assets which may be payable by 
the British Admiralty shall be dealt with according to the law of 
Great Britain. 
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On the other hand, if the deceased, a British subject, shall have 
served in the. Imperial navy of Russia, any assets which may be 
payable by the Russian aufhorities shall be dealt with according 
to Russian law. 

Article III. 

The term '* seaman "in this- Declaration iucludes every person 
(except masters and pilots) employed or engaged in any capacity 
on board any merchant ship, or who has been so employed or 
engaged within six months before his death, and every person, 
not being a commissioned^ warrant, or subordinate officer, or assis- 
tant engineer, borne on the books of, or forming part of the 
complement of, any public ship of war. 

The term " estate ** includes all " property, wages due, money, 
and other effects " left by a deceased seaman on board a ship. 

The terra *' Consul" includes Consul-General, Consul, Vice-

Article IV. 

The present Declaration shall be concluded for a term of three 
years, to date from the day of its signature. At the expiration of

It is understood that the preceding stipulations shall not apply 
to subjects of the country where the desertion shall take place.

It is further agreed and declared, that if either of the High 
Contracting Parties shall grant to any State any new favour or 
facility, with respect to the recovery of deseiters, such favour or 
facility shall be considered as granted also to the other Contracting 
Party, in the same manner as if the said favour or facility had 
been expressly stipulated by the present Treaty. 

And it is further agreed, that if any apprentices or sailors shall 
desert from vessels belonging to the subjects of either of the High 
Contracting Parties, while such vessels are within any port in 
the territory of the other Party, the magistrates of such port and 
territory shall be bound to give every assistance in their power 
for the apprehension of such deserters, on application to that

** The Consuls-Generals, Consuls, and Vice-Consuls of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, residing in Spain 
and her Possessions, have the power to arrest and send, either on 
board their ships, or to their respective countries, the individuals 
of the crew of British Merchant Vessels who shall have deserted 
from such vessels ; assistance is, therefore, to be rendered to that 
eflfect by all competent Local Authorities, after it has been proved 
by the rolls of registration, or any other authentic document, that 
the individuals thus reclaimed form a part of such a crew." 

After the production of such evidence, the surrender can no 
longer be denied, and all possible aid and power is, therefore, to 
be rendered to the British Consuls and Vice-Consuls for the 
discovery of such deserters. 

Should any such deserters have besides committed some crime 
on land, his delivery may then be deferred by the Local Autho- 
rities until he has stood his trial before the competent tribunal, 
and undergone the sentence pronounced against him. But this 
declaration does not apply to such seamen as are Spanish subjects, 
and have not been naturalised abroad. 

The Spanish Government promises to give to this declaration 
the force of an international law.

Sweden and Norway. 

Swedish Note, respecting the Surrender of Seamen Deserters 
from British Vessels in Swedish Ports, on condition of 
reciprocity, London, 4th August 1852. 

The undersigned. Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary from His Majesty the King of Sweden and Norway, 
in reply to the note addressed to him of the 30th July last by the 
Earl of Malmesbury, Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, has the honour to inform his Lordship that 
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he is authorised to give an official assurance to Her Britannic 
Majesty's Government, that according to the condition required 
by Act 15 Vict. c. 26, enabling Her Majesty, by Order in 
Council, to declare that deserters from foreign ships may be 
apprehended and given up, due facilities, on the basis of re- 
ciprocity, will be afforded by His Swedish and Norwegian 
Majesty's Government for recovering and apprehending Seamen 
deserting from British Merchant Ships in the territories of 
Sweden and Norway.
